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A TOUCH AND GO 
POSITION 


K YERYTHING points to a year of exceptional building activity. It is 

likely that the the number of houses completed will pass the 300,000 
mark once again, the latest Board of Trade forecasts suggest a rise of 8 per 
cent. in expenditure by manufacturing industry, while in the non-manufacturing 
sector the rise is expected to be as much as 30 per cent. An expanding 
hospital building programme will be coupled with the already high level 
of educational building. The road programme is scheduled to gather momentum 
as the year progresses. For all types of building work, in fact, there is likely 
to be a heavy and increasing demand. 


Clearly to carry out this programme efficiently and at reasonable cost 
the contracting side of the industry will have to be free from any worries 
about supplies of materials. Yet supply problems are already with us, and 
it is essential that they should be removed with the minimum of delay. 


Bricks, of course, are the major case in point, and the outlook here 
is not encouraging. Stocks during the winter months have been at their 
lowest levels ever and this is the time when the manufacturers seek to build 
them up ready for renewed constructional activity in the spring. At the 
end of December total stocks amounted to only 113,000,000, compared with 
350,000,000 at the end of 1958. A matter of a few days’ supply in reserve 
is obviously quite inadequate as a basis for the servicing of the likely level 
of building activity in 1960 and 1961. 


The brickmakers, of course, have their excuses; and their complaints. 
They have not, they say, recovered from the mild winter of 1958-59 or the 
upsurge in building work started that took place immediately afterwards; 
the shortages have been aggravated and exaggerated, too, by the tendency of 
contractors to put orders in duplicate and triplicate with different firms. There 
may be something in these arguments, although it is difficult to reconcile over- 
ordering with the rapid depletion of manufacturers’ stocks that took place during 
1959. However that may be, there is no doubt that the brick manufacturers 
are taking the position seriously and it is some reassurance to learn that 
several are installing new machinery and that 250,000,000 more bricks may 
well be turned out this year. 


Cement prospects look reasonable at present; supplies are keeping pace 
with demand and stocks are reasonable. Production is increasing (about 
12 per cent. last year) and this trend is likely to continue throughout 1960. 
But there are no grounds for complacency. The road programme is bound 
to call for large quantities and added to other increasing demands it could 
lead to difficulties later on. A further consideration here is the extent 
of the substitution of concrete for clay tiles. 


Most other materials can be obtained reasonably quickly. Steel is an 
exception. Although heavy sections—joists, channels and heavy angles—are 
taking six to ten weeks there are seemingly inevitable difficulties about reinforc- 
ing rods; orders placed now may not be met until the autumn. There are 
similar, sometimes longer, delivery periods for sheets and plates. 


The impression still remains, therefore, that a touch and go position 
exists as regards the supplying of some major building materials, and to put 
it simply the manufacturers have got to put their best foot forward. But, 
and this is the crux of the matter, in fairness to them the Government must 
see to it that the renewed signs of confidence that many are displaying are 
not again frustrated by sudden and unheralded changes in the capital investment 
programme as it affects contracting work.

Notebook... 


HAVE been reading through the report 

made by the City Treasurer of Man- 
chester which led to the City Council 
deciding to approve recommendations that 
the City Architect be relieved of his re- 
sponsibilities for the control of the Town 
Hall direct labour unit and that its works 
manager should be asked to resign. It is 
a powerful document. It seems that for 
some considerable time the City Treasurer 
has felt dissatisfaction with the financial 
administration and management of the 
department because of (a) the number of 
inaccuracies in the returns of expenditure 
on labour and materials required for cost- 
ing; (b) a lack of confidence in the 
accuracy of cost allocations: and (c) a 
belief that the buying and transport hiring 
policies of the department are _ not 
economical. ; 

The detailed account of events in sup- 
port of these contentions follows, and they 
are accompanied, in the printed document, 
by the comments of the City Architect, 
who admits that “there is no poss:ble 
excuse for some of the matters which have 
been disclosed in the City Treasurer's 
memorandum.” The details are a matter for 
Manchester alone, but the Treasurer’s 
report contains some general observations 
which can only be regarded as a serious 
warning to those in other parts of the 
country who are responsible ‘for direct 
labour administration. They are worth 
quoting: 

The deliberate falsification of prime 
records in this manner (described earlier in 
the report—J.S.) is a very serious matter. 
Quite apart from other considerations, it is 
tantamount to forgery, and might well raise 
very grave doubts as to the persona! 
integrity of officers who are concerned in 
any way in such practices. 

Serious repercussions would follow if it 
became known that the works department 
had been awarded a contract in competition 
with outside firms, by virtue of submitting 
the lowest tender, but had concealed over- 
spendings of the tender price by charging 
expenditure to a totally different job. 
Other considerations also arise. The 

allocations of expenditure of the Works 
Department, according to the _ City 
Treasurer’s cost records, are readily ac- 
cepted by the District Auditor and Govern- 
ment Departments for grant and other pur- 
poses. They would doubtless take a ver 
different attitude if they had reason to 
believe that the figures had been manipu- 
lated. Quite apart from the possibility of 
loss of grant, questions of disallowance and 
surcharge might well arise. 

Finally, expenditure on work done by 
the Works Department, as shown by th? 
City Treasurer’s costs, is frequently re- 
charged to other bodies and to private indi- 
viduals and, here again, it would be mos: 
unfortunate if there was reason to believe 
that wrong amounts had been charged by 
reason of deliberate manipulation of prime 
records. 

In other words, it is a fundamental neces- 
sity for any costing system that the prime 
records, upon which the whole costing 
structure is built, should be above sus- 
picion. Genuine errors (such as those 
referred to earlier) though inconvenient 
and regrettable are expected to som2 
extent, and steps can be taken to guard 
against them, but deliberate manipulation 
is a very different matter. Because of the 
vulnerability of a local authority these con- 
siderations are of supreme importance. 

In its report to the City Council the 
Town Hall Committee stated that they 
were Satisfied that there was no question of 
personal gain on the part of the persons 
concerned, but treasurers to local authori- 
ties elsewhere cannot ignore let alone deny 
the basic truth of the City Treasurer’s 
observations. If any one of them has 
reason to doubt the efficiency of the direc: 


labour departments run by his council it is 
his plain duty as the responsible officer to 
make a thorough investigation, regardless 
of the unfortunate and unpleasant publicity 
that may be entailed. 


to get industry to 

engage architects to design its 
factories. It has been estimated that 
architects are responsible for designing no 
more than 50 per cent. of the industrial 
buildings erected today. An Architects 
in Industry Group has recently been 
formed and it plans to collaborate with the 
Building Research Station in the compila- 
tion of more Factory Building Studies, the 
booklets which guide industrial firms on 
the technical aspects of building construc- 
tion, lighting and materials. 

The Group has a big job on hand. To 
educate industry at large in the idea tha: 
it is a worthwhile proposition to engage 
the services of an architect for projected 
buildings is to attempt to reverse the 
marked trend in more recent years in the 
other direction. Industry has tried 
architects, and has not been too happy 
with many of the results. This is a pity, 
for the competent architect, skilled in the 
special problems associated with the design 
of industrial buildings, can save a manu- 
facturer a great deal of money and provide 
him with an efficient building for his 
manufacturing processes which is an 
adornment to rather than an eyesore in the 
urban scene. But architects in this cate- 
gory are nothing like so numerous as the 
profession in general would have one 
believe. To ask most architects today to 
undertake the preparation of designs for 
a factory building for, shall I say, the 
manufacture and assembly of printing 
machinery, would be rather like inviting 
a designer of sailing craft to have a go at 
an ocean liner. It is a specialists job. 
Industry has learned this lesson, to its cost. 
It is now for the Group to show that it 
means business, that its members or those 
it recommends are competent men in this 
particular field, and that industry can 
safely leave its problems to them in the 
knowledge that they will get an efficient 
design at a known cost. In the meantime 
I would advise any industrialist seeking an 
architect, for a new factory, to get in touch 
with Mr. Gordon Ricketts, the R.I.B.A. 
Secretary, and see what guidance he max 
have to offer. 


BIG move is on 


R. T. W. McCULLOUGH, Her 

Majesty's Chief Inspector of Factories, 
has done the building and civil engineering 
industries a signal service in preparing a 
White Paper on safety and health in the 
building and civil engineering industries. 
In recent years there has been a great deal 
of co-operation between the industries and 
his department, with the result that there 
is a growing consciousness of the responsi- 
bilities of the firms themselves. It is 
probably true to say that very nearly all 
the reportable accidents which now occur 
in building operations are, in fact, reported. 
That was a long way from being the case 
a few years back. Of course, the improve- 
ment in this respect raises the accident 
figures and leaves the impression that very 
little real improvement, if any, is being 
made. My feeling is, however, that the 
number of accidents occurring is falling, 
but still too slowly. 

Important as the safety sections of the 
report are, however, I commend to the 
principals of building and civil engineering 
firms those sections of the report con- 
cerned with health and welfare. I know 
that by the nature of building work it is 
not always easy to provide suitable welfare 
facilities on building sites, but this should 
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not be made—as it so often is—an excuse 
for providing no facilities whatsoever, The 
report rightly draws attention to the poor 
standards observed with messrooms. Often 
they are dirty and consist, as the report 
points out, of “nothing more than the most 
rudimentary shelters.” In such ap 
industry I should have thought that jt 
would be the easiest thing in the world 
to have standard prefabricated timber huts 
of different sizes which could be allocated 
to a firm’s various contracts, according 
to their size and the number of mey 
likely to be engaged on them. 

As with everything else in the industry, 
there are several firms taking a consider.

LAND SHORTAGE HITTING 
SMALL BUILDERS 


Chairman of the Abbey National Build- 
ing Society, Sir Harold Bellman, stated 
at their recent annual meeting that acute 
shortage of building land in and _ near 
cities and towns was creating difficulties 
for smaller firms of housebuilders. 

He said that the construction of new 
houses, mostly selling at below £3,000 free- 
hold, continued unabated throughout 1959. 
Bungalows continued to be popular even 
when on very restricted sites. Some 
increases in purchase price occurred, but 
they were in the main justified by the rise 
in the amounts paid for land and in build- 
ing costs. . 

“Records have been broken in the cost 
of the limited amount of land available 
for development,” he said. ‘Prices in 
excess of £8,000 per acre for building land 
with planning permission have been 
realised in the outer London area and 
elsewhere.”

PEED of construction and a high 
standard of accuracy in the align- 
ment and levels of the launching pads 
have been essential in the building of 
the Thor intermediate-range 
ballistic missile bases for 
the Royal Air Force. 

The project consisted of . 
four separate complexes. It , 
was the first of its kind to 
be completed anywhere, and 
the continuing development of 
the missile and its system 
which occurred during the 
course of the work necessi- 
tated modification.

ments were provided early jn February, 
1958, and from them a complete set of 
more than 300 working drawings was pre- 
og by April 21, 1958, for the first ¢om- 
plex. 

It was also necessary to maké gravi- 
metric and astro-geodetic surveys both 
inside and outside the sites. The Director 
of Military Surveys, War Office, accepted 
the task outside the site boundaries while 
the work within the site was done by the 
Americans for the first two complexes and 
by the Air Ministry Works Directorate 
for the other two. 


Quantities 


The quantities of excavation and filling 
required varied from site to site according 
to ground conditions and topographical 
features, but the construction of the four 
complexes involved approximately 600,000 
cu. yd. of excavation; laying and consoli- 
dating 400,000 cu. yd. of selected fill; 
80,000 cu. yd. of base concrete; laying 
65,000 cu. yd. of vibrated concrete; and 
90,000 cu. yd. of high-quality concrete—to 
very fine tolerances on finished levels— 
installation of a steel framework, and 
18,000ft. of steel rails, again to very accu- 
rate criteria in line and level; construction 
of fuel-tank pits and cable and fuel-pipe 
trenches. To meet the requirements for no 
settlement it was necessary to pile some 
sites and a total of 490 piles was driven. 


At each main base an aircraft hangar of 
45,000 sq. ft. floor area was adapted to 
provide .a RIM _ (Reception-Inspection- 
Maintenance) building for maintenance and 
technical facilities. Full air conditioning 
was installed; dust-proof floors were pro- 
vided in the more important areas, and 
internal partitions to-divide up the floor 
area. The big problem was the co- 
ordinating of all building trades, and elec- 
trical and Ventilating engineers, so that 
the work could be completed in the very 
short contract period. 

The electrical services to the launching 
pads included standby generating plant, 
200-KVA frequency changers to convert 
U.K. current to American standards, exten- 
sive earthing system for each pad, and the 
floodlighting of the platforms and security 
fence. In the RIM building provision was 
made for several different power supplies 
besides the normal electrical distribution 
and power. High-pressure air and nitrogen 
systems were installed as well as overhead 
cranes. 

The main contract for the first complex 
was accepted on May 12, 1958, less than 
five months after inception of the scheme; 
34 months later the three launching pads 
and the RIM building at the main base 
were handed over for missile installation; 
construction at the last site in this com- 
plex was finished at the end of December, 
1958, only 74 months after work began, 
despite bad weather during that period. 

Meanwhile work had started on the 
second complex on July 17, 1958, and was 
completed on April 30,1959. The contract 
for the third complex was accepted on 
December 22, 1958, and completed on Sep- 
tember 29, 1959. The fourth complex was 
b2gun on April 16, 1959, and completed on 
January 28, 1960.

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FOCUS ON CAPITAL ISSUES 


From a Special Correspondent 


ne the least irksome of the post-war 

controls as far as the construction 
industry is concerned is that operated 
by the Capital Issues Committee, the 
future of which at the moment is some- 
what uncertain. 

The background is, briefly, as follows. 
The Borrowing (Control and Guarantees) 
Act 1946, gave the Treasury comprehen- 
sive standing powers to control by regula- 
tions all borrowing, other than “in the 
ordinary course of .. . business” from a 
bank, of more than £10,000 in any period 
of twelve months. By 1950, the exemption 
limit had been raised to £50,000 and for 
amounts above this the C.I.C. assessed 
applications in the light of ‘ memoranda 
of guidance” from the Treasury and also 
sought advice from the Government 
Department most concerned with a parti- 
cular application. In February, 1956, the 
C.LC. was enjoined to maintain a 
“vigorously critical attitude towards all 
applications ” and in the following month 
the exemption limit was reduced from 
£50,000 to £10,000 per annum. In the 
crisis of September, 1957, the Committee 
was asked to take “a more restrictive and 
critical attitude towards applications for 
large amounts ”; this was when the credit 
squeeze on bank advances was being ap- 
plied particularly severely. As inflation 
came under control the credit squeeze 
was relaxed and in July, 1951, the £50,000 
limit was restored. The recession followed 
and, as one measure to stimulate the 
economy, a “ general consent” was given 
to all borrowing and issuing of Securities 
with a few limited exemptions and the 
Capital Issues Control virtually came to 
and end. 


Qualitative Control 


From the outset the control was quali- 
tative. The Committee have not been asked 
to choose the best candidates to fill a 
limited number of places, but to say 
whether or not a candidate met certain 
very general qualifications; the Treasury 
has from time to time given the Committee 
letters of guidance indicating in very broad 
and qualitative terms the purpose for which 
the Treasury approved of the raising of 
money and the purposes and the type of 
transaction for which the Treasury wanted 


to discourage the raising of money. The 
Committee’s task has been to decide in 
which category an application falls, and to 
recommend giving or withholding consent 
accordingly. 


Radcliffe Committee’s Criticism 


The Control came under heavy fire from 
the Radcliffe Committee on the Working 
of the Monetary System. They thought 
that its effectiveness was “ negligible to the 
point of irrelevance”; they admitted that 
the nuisance value of the control probably 
contributed somewhat to the “ diffused 
difficulty of borrowing,” particularly for 
those who required credit for “speculative” 
purposes, but that it was impossible to 
resist the conclusion that it had no signifi- 
cant impact on the pressure of total 
domestic demand and spending. They 
suggested that the control of capital issues 
should be reserved for emergencies, i.e., 
when there was a real threat of headlong 
inflation, a contingency “remote if the 
economy is in general reasonably run with 
the support of an informed and under- 
standing public.” In these circumstances 
it should bz a quantitative and not a quali- 
tative control; it would then be insufficient 
to show that an issue was required for 
some approved purpose. Instead, the 
authorities would fix a ceiling for all issues 
for the private sector to be allowed over a 
period; once the ceiling had been reached, 
any applicants from any direction would be 
told to wait until the succeeding period, or 
even until the removal of the contro] al- 
together. 


Effect on Construction 


Many contractors would probably argue 
that the control as it has operated until 
recently was quite stringent enough despite 
the views of the Radcliffe Committee to 
the contrary. And there is little doubt 
that projected borrowing and investment 
in building work has been trimmed by cut- 
ting out, for example, provision for blocks 
of offices or canteens. On more than one 
occasion, in fact, it has seemed that the 
control operated particularly harshly 
against the construction industry’s contri- 
bution to the capital investment pro- 
gramme, 


There was, too, criticism from other 


BEVERCOTES COLLIERY RAIL LINK 
OPENING SOON 


K OR transporting coal from the new 
coal mine at Bevercotes, near 
Retford, Notts., the Eastern Region of 
British Railways have laid a new branch 
line to the colliery from the main 
Chesterfield to Lincoln line near 
Boughton station. Four and a half 
miles long, the track will be opened in 
June this year. 
_ All but 56 chains of the track is single 
line. About half is in cutting and half on 
embankment. Approximately 370.000 cu. 
yd. of filling material were required for 
the embankments, but two-thirds of this 
amount has been obtained from those 
parts of the line which pass through cut- 
tings. The balance has come from the 
Ollerton spur or from the borrow pit along- 
side the colliery pit. 

Eleven bridges have had to be con- 
structed, as well as a 350yd. tunnel. Two 
of the four underbridges carry the new 
line over the Rivers Meden and Maun and 
two pass over public roads. Of the seven 
new overbridges, one is for a public road, 
the remainder being occupation roads. 
Two of the underbridges are of welded 
steel construction and all the other bridge 


work is in prestressed concrete beams with 
in-situ concrete filling. 

Another aspect of the project has been 
the excavation work undertaken at the 
point where the double line portion of the 
branch railway curves across the old Oller- 
ton Colliery slurry pond. The bank here 
has been raised to 14ft. above the existing 
pond level. Before this could be done. 
nowever, it was necessary to excavate the 
slurry to a depth of about 30ft. and back- 
fill with materials from a disused spur at 
Ollerton. 

The whole of the work has been carried 
out to the design of Mr. A. K. Terris, B.Sc.. 
M.I.C.E., chief civil engineer, Eastern 
Region of British Railways. The main 
contractors were T. Fletcher and Co., Ltd., 
Mansfield, Notts. 


“BUILDING MATTERS” 


What are the risks against which the 
builder must insure? Leslie Catchpole, of 
the British Insurance Association, will 
supply some of the answers in “Building 
Matters” on Tuesday, March 15, at 7 p.m, 
in B.B.C, Network Three. 
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sources. In January, 1955, the Federation 
of British Industries suggested to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer that the 
objects of the control could “ be effectively 
met through the free working of existing 
financial institutions,” and recommended 
that steps should be taken to end the direct 
control forthwith. In 1958, the Coungjj 
on Prices, Productivity and Incomes, an 
impartial body set up by the Government, 
was also critical. In its final report, the 
Council described the capital issues contro] 
as a “somewhat illogical compromise be. 
tween a totalitarian system and one which 
leaves everything to the play of the mar. 
ket.” There were many complaints, too, 
that the C.I.C. was not consistent; that it 
rejected applications on grounds that were 
not self-evident; that different decisions 
were given for similar types of application; 
that applications once rejected were later 
sanctioned, and so on. 


Possible Resurrection? 


What the future holds for this particular 
type of control is as important for con- 
tractors as it is for all industrialists. Un- 
fortunately, there are very few clues to the 
Government's attitude. It seems, though, 
that its resurrection is possible at any time 
the Government feel that way inclined. 
On this, when the Radcliffe Report was 
debated in the House of Commons, last 
November, the Chancellor stressed that 
the Government “must be free to make 
any change in the economic circumstances 
with whichever of the available measures 
they judge likely to be the most effective 
in those particular conditions, without any 
‘implication that the situation which is 
being dealt with is of an emergency order.” 

The next few weeks may show how the 
Government’s mind is working. Inflation 
which, in 1957 and 1958, seemed less of a 
bogy than in almost any post-war year, is 
once again becoming a definite threat, 
The latest round of wage claims, an up- 
surge in capital investment, and the not 
quite so rosy gold reserve position al! 
suggest that the Government has now to 
consider halting rather than encouraging 
expansion. The rise in Bank Rate was a 
timely reminder that the position was 
being closely watched. But if the Govern. 
ment has to contemplate more drastic 
measures than this, and, in particular the 
re-imposition of the control of capital 
issues, it would certainly be helpful to the 
construction industry’s efficiency and costs 
that such measures do not operate too 
harshly at the outset, and that they are, if 
possible, preceded by an adequate warning.

CITY TRAFFIC 


By R. Nicholas, C.B.E. 
City Engineer and Surveyor, Manchester 


‘io present emphasis on the urgent 
need to assist traffic movement 
and improve traffic safety by all means, 
other than the construction of new 
urban roads of modern design, has of 
course arisen from two causes, one 
being that the rate of increase of traffic 
has been substantially greater than we 
expected at the time we were preparing 
our Development Plan highway pro- 
posals, and the other that we have been 
slow in using the powers contained in 
section 33 of the Road Traffic Act, 1956. 

In 1950, Ministry Memorandum No. 653 
stated that for roads in rural areas our 
highway planning proposals should be 
based generally on an estimated volume 
of traffic 75 per cent. in excess of that 
which obtained in 1938. No _ direct 
guidance was given for roads in urban 
areas, but it was suggested, in certain cases, 
than an increase of 40 per cent. over 1938 
would be adequate. In Manchester, this 
latter increase was attained by about 1954. 

The Ministry’s present published esti- 
mate of future traffic growth, contained in 
Circular No. 727, that is 75 per cent. over 
that of 1954, relates to rural areas, and 
again no estimate is provided for urban 
areas. 

It is important that we realise that some 
part of the smaller use, on average, which 
is made of vehicles licensed, than was made 
before the war, may have resulted from 
the inadequacy of our road _ system, 
particularly in urban areas. In this con- 
nection, it is of interest to note that if 
the same use of licensed vehicles were 
made now, traffic would be increased by 
50 per cent., and would ultimately, on the 
basis of one vehicle per family, be 34 times 
what it was in 1954, or twice the Ministry’s 
present estimate of future traffic growth. 

However, the fairly steady increase in 
the number of vehicles licensed, amount- 
ing to 8.2 per cent. per annum, has and is 
taking place, and we are feeling the 
“pinch” on our existing road system earlier 
than we might have expected. 


One-way Streets 


The powers contained in Section 33 of 
the Road Traffic Act, 1956, enables local 
authorities with populations of 20,000 
Persons and over to make Orders creating 
one-way streets, prohibiting or restricting 
waiting or loading and unloading of 
vehicles (providing that access for loading 
and unloading is not prevented for more 
than six hours in 24). 

Undoubtedly, the application of these 
Powers can increase the capacity of our 
city road system, the extent being depen- 
dent on the availability of parallel routes 
Suitable for one-way systems and on 
whether the application of parking 
restrictions will in fact produce another 
traffic lane. 

© far as one-way traffic schemes are 
concerned, it is of interest to note some 
results which have been obtained in the 
United States of America. For instance, 
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at Portland, Oregon, a one-way grid area 
has reduced pedestrian accidents by 46 per 
cent., while in Sacramento, California, the 
adoption of one-way systems covering 19 
central streets reduced pedestrian accidents 
by 62 per cent. These reductions were 
largely obtained by the use of special 
pedestrian signals at light control inter- 
sections, which give ample clearance time 
for people on foot before vehicles are 
allowed to move. 

Again, so far as the restriction of park- 
ing is concerned in Los Angeles, morning 
and evening peak hour parking has been 
prohibited on 252 miles of major roads, 
with the result that whereas before these 
restrictions were applied speeds varied 
from seven to 10 miles per hour, they have 
subsequently been raised to 21 to 22 miles 
per hour. In Philadelphia, kerb parking 
restrictions have enabled private car speeds 
to be increased by 50 per cent., while 
accidents have been reduced by 10 per 
cent. The bus speeds rose by 7.5 per cent., 
while bus accidents were reduced by 15 to 
20 per cent. 

In ideal circumstances, one-way schemes 
can, of course, be applied over a large area, 
but small-scale one-way street systems can 
be used to relieve very heavily used 
junctions, wherever the existing road 
system will enable a one-way system to be 
operated round blocks of _ existing 
property. 


Parking Restrictions 


In regard to kerb parking restrictions, 
the application of these so that they 
prevent loading and unloading of com- 
mercial vehicles at peak hours may make 
it worth while providing lane marking on 
many of our streets which could then take 
four lanes of traffic, that is two in each 
direction. Lane marking in such streets is 
quickly disregarded if the use of the kerb 
lane cannot be guaranteed. 

Increased traffic capacity can, of course, 
be obtained by substituting vehicular- 
operated traffic signals for fixed time 
signals, with lane marking on the signal 
approaches and complete peak hour 
parking prohibition. 

The large-scale linking of traffic signals 
may not necessarily increase traffic 
capacity, except where this can be com- 
bined with one-way movement. 

_ Traffic capacity can be increased where 
tidal flow arises if the number of traffic 
lanes available for morning and evening 
movement can be varied. 
_ Traffic capacity can, of course, be 
increased, particularly in one-way streets, 
where a narrowing of footpaths enables 
a further traffic lane to become available. 

Traffic flow can be improved by 
pedestrian control, including, of course, the 
provision of guard rails. 


Traffic Engineering 


Much has been heard recently of traffic 
engineering, as if it were some new subject, 
and figures have been published of the 
large staffs which were employed by cities 
in the U.S.A. The problems and the solu- 
tions in that country are obviously not the 
same as ours, and certainly neither the 
police nor local authorities have been 
given much encouragement to employ 
successfully the kerb parking restrictions 


permissible under Section 33 of the Road 
Traffic Act, 1956. 

A concentration of police in peak hours 
in the Central Area of Manchester during 
the Christmas shopping period has shown 
what can be done. Indeed, during that 
time no traffic congestion arose, whereas 
in previous years serious hold-ups have 
taken place. 

It is quite evident that traffic wardens 
and a ticket system would ensure compli- 
ance with kerb. parking restriction 
regulations and thereby secure the 
advantages of applying these regulations 
and so ensure a more ready acceptance of 
them. 

So far as traffic engineering is concerned, 
in Manchester a traffic engineering section 
has been established in my department 
within the planning organisation, and the 
section is respons:ble for all research work 
relating to parking problems, immediate 
measures of alleviation, interim measures, 
and ultimate highway planning solutions. 
Because of the shortage of qualified 
technical staff, two qualified assistants are 
in the section, one being the engineer in 
charge and the other being a planning 
assistant. The remainder of the staff is 
made up of unqualified technicians and 
administrative assistants, responsible for 
the work involved im research and in 
analysing the results obtained therefrom. 

The section does not undertake any 
actual detail design work, but only 
analyses the problem and points to the 
appropriate solution. In this way the 
section does not become involved in 
the design stage of any problems, which 
can often occupy a considerable time, but 
remains entirely free and unfettered to 
spot traffic problems and produce the 
information from which their solution can 
be evolved. 


Regular Studies 


As part of this process, regular studies 
are made of traffic movement through all 
main roads in the city by using a van in 
which a dictaphone is installed. The 
assistant responsible for the research uses 
the dictaphone and stop-watch to record 
movements between specified junctions, 
while a motor-cyclist outrider is employed 
who is required to go forward and investi- 
gate the cause of any delays which may 
arise. This research wofk is carried out 
continuously, so that in the process of 
time the slowing down of traffic on any 
particular road is disclosed and the 
likelihood of serious congestion and when 
it will arise is foretold. 

Apart from the matters referred to in 
this Paper, the other city traffic problem 
relates to car parking. 


Parking Meters 


No traffic problem arises from the proper 
use of subsidiary streets in commercial 
areas for the parking of vehicles. 
Generally speaking, the space available is 
not sufficient for the legitimate loading 
and unloading of commercial vehicles and 
for the short-term parker going about his 
business. However, one way of increasing 
the capacity is to install parking meters 
and thereby prevent this parking 
accommodation being used by the 
long-term or all-day parker. 

The simplest way of using a parking 
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meter system is to use it completely 
throughout an area so that thereby signing 
can be limited to the boundaries of the 
area. Parking meters cannot, of course, 
be installed in streets in which the 
carriageways are so narrow that obstruc- 
tion would arise, therefore in these streets 
parking has to be prohibited altogether. 
The adoption of a parking meter scheme 
may involve some changes in carriageway 
and footpath widths in order to provide 
parking space. 

The profits from the parking meter 
scheme have to be used towards the cost 
of providing off-street parking. In this 
connection it is surprising to find that the 
profits, after paying all charges relating 
to the provision and operating of the 
parking meters, then become liable for 
income tax. It may be that no local 
authorities pay income tax at the present 
time, but such a possibility could arise. 


Off-street Parking 


The best position for off-street parking 
is on the innermost ring enclosing the city 
centre. Off-street parking could be placed 
underground—under open spaces or sites 
which are to be developed above ground 
level—in multi-storeyed buildings, either 
ramp or mechanical types, and perhaps 
best of all in the lower floors of composite 
buildings. 

The Future 


So much for the present problems 
arising from city traffic. As to the future, 
I am convinced that there will have to be 
new roads provided to relieve present 
congestion and so absorb traffic from the 
present road system. 

Consideration of this matter would 
involve the preparation of another Paper, 
but, briefly, it should be possible in the 
larger urban areas to effect a considerable 
relief of existing congestion and enable the 
present road system largely to continue in 
use until it can be improved in the process 
of redevelopment, if two or even three 
radial roads and one ring road within the 
area are converted to urban motorway or 
expressway standards. 

This would not only involve pedestrian 
segregation, but also complete building 
segregation, that is all buildings flanking 
the road would be serviced for both 
pedestrian and vehicular access from a new 
development road provided for this 
purpose and, of course, these would be 
used to cut off all side road connections 
from the expressway. In addition, there 
would be complete segregation at all 
junctions. Alignment would not, of 
course, be so important, as in the case of 
rural motorways, but junctioon design 
would be most important. Junctions would 
have to be provided at frequent intervals 
suitably located to connect to the existing 
road system so that traffic would leave and 
enter the new road without congesting any 
existing roads leading to it. 

Roads designed in this way would, of 
course, greatly reduce traffic accidents and 
they would have a lane capacity of the 
order of 1,200 vehicles per hour. 

Where our cities will be served by a 
convenient motorway, it is auite obvious 
that the connection from the motorway 
into the city will have to be provided 
within the urban area in this particular 
way. 


THE TREATMENT AND DISPOSAL 
OF SEWAGE SLUDGE

(THE ideal methods for sludge disposal 

are, of course, those in which any 
constituents of the sludge are used for 
any suitable purpose. 

Such methods must be, and must result 
in products which are: (1) Hygienic, (2) 
free from nuisance, and (3) economic. Raw 
sludge, especially primary sludge, cannot 
satisfy any of these criteria. 

Both digested sludge and matured 
compost are stable and free from odour 
nuisance, and whilst it cannot be claimed 
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that they are entirely free from pathogens 
and parasitic ova, they are both processes 
which reduce very substantially the popu- 
lations of pathogens, and _ the high 
temperatures usually generated in compost- 
ing are sufficient to destroy ova. | 

Of the two processes, digestion is the 
more widely used and the conditions under 
which it can be successfully applied are 
by now well known. The application of 
composting is more recent and much has 
still to be learned about it as a fully 
controllable process. ; 

Both are natural processes making use 
of bacterial energy, composting being 
similar to that occurring in the soil. in 
which waste organic matter is broken down 
and becomes humus and plant food, whilst 
digestion is similar to that occurring in 
swamps. The one requires atmospheric 
oxygen, the other does not. | 

In both processes, the action of the 
bacteria results in the breakdown of much 
of the organic matter into simpler com- 
pounds. Sludge digestion can reduce the 
organic content of sludge by as much as 
60 per cent., most of the greases and 
protein being completely destroyed, and 
the cellulose reduced. 

Both processes give a stable and 
product of some agricultural value, and 
both produce gases, composting mainly 
carbon dioxide and digestion a mixture 
of carbon dioxide and méthane in the 
approximate proportions, CO, 30 per cent., 
CH, 70 per cent. This fact introduces a 
further possibility for utilisation as the 
calorific value of sludge gas is usually 
between 650 and 700 B.Th.U.’s per cubic 
foot, which makes it of considerable value 
as a source of power or for heating 
purposes. ; 

A further advantage of digestion lies in 
the fact that it occurs in the liquid phase, 
whereas composting does not. Handling, 
transporting and mixing can therefore all 
be carried out by pumping in the one, 
whilst in the other much more expensive 
equipment has to be used, for example, 
bucket elevators, belt conveyors, grabs, etc. 
Another disadvantage of composting with 
domestic refuse lies in the fact that 
in most communities only about a 
quarter of the sewage sludge produced is 
needed to use up the whole of the refuse, 
leaving a large residue of sludge for dis- 
posal by other means, or else requiring 
the importation of other organic waste 
materials, such as straw. This usually 
involves a serious transport problem and 
correspondingly high cost. 

Digestion does not occur at tempera- 
tures below 45 deg. F., but is accelerated 
with rising temperature up to one optimum 
at about 90 deg. F., and another at about 
135 deg. F. The two distinct stages are 
caused by different micro-organisms, the 
former known as mesophilic, the latter as 
thermophilic bacteria. In practice, 
mesophilic digestion is the only kind 
adopted, owing to the very strong liquor 
produced by the thermophilic process, 
which imposes a heavy additional load on 
the purification system. 

Digestion at atmospheric temperatures 
is possible. in most climates, but has 
several serious disadvantages as compared 
with digestion in which the sludge is kept 
at the optimium temperature. It requires 
tanks of much greater volume, up to five 
or six times that needed for heated diges- 
tion, partly to accommodate the slower 
rate of digestion and partly for storage 
during the winter months. It is also 
difficult to design tanks with simple inlet 
and outlet arrangements that will ensure 
that the whole of the sludge is removed 
gradually as digestion is completed. The 
usual tendency is for inert matter to 
accumulate in some parts of the tank and 
for short circuiting of undigested sludge 
to occur, thus eventually rendering the 
process ineffective. 

Heated digestion is not difficult to apply, 
even at small sewage works, and does not 
require much attention. Tank capacities 
of from 1 to 2 cu. ft. per head of the 
population served are required for mixed 
sludges (equivalent to about 30 days’ 
detention period), and as the gas yield is 
usually about 1 cu. ft. per head per day, 
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the heat produced when this gas is burne 
in suitably designed burners is more th 

enough to keep the sludge at the optimug 
temperature. ; 

In small installations this is usually ¢ 
only use to which the gas can be put, } 
at larger works it is more economic 4 
produce power from the gas in dual- 
type diesel engines or gas turbines, coup] 
to electric generators, and to use 
heat from the engines or turbines to h 
the sludge. 

In modern, highly mechanised se 
treatment works having a large power load, 
considerable economies may be made 
using the sludge gas for the generation 
electricity. 

One aspect of sludge digestion becoming 
increasingly important must be mention 
in passing. As the Public Health (Dra 
age of Trade Premises) Act of 193) 
becomes more and more implemented fy 
local authorities, increasing quantities of 
industrial wastes will be discharged int 
sewerage systems and will have to receive 
treatment at the sewage works. y 
such wastes will affect the quantity ang 
composition of the sludge produced, 
some will affect the digestion process, 

In general, the yield of gas is likely tg 
be increased by many organic wastes 
particularly by wastes from food process 
factories, but others may be toxic to the 
anaerobic organisms which effect digestion, 
Most metallic wastes tend to _ inhib 
digestion, and some are particularly toxig¢ 
notably those from many of the plating 
processes now extensively used. As such 
wastes are also likely to be injurious 
the purification processes at the sewagé 
works, it will usually be necessary to appl 
the powers given to local authorities under 
the Act, in order to restrict the quantities 
of these wastes to proportions that can B 
tolerated. 7 


Dehydration of Sludge 


Even if sludge is to be disposed of o 
utilised in the wet state, some reductie 
in its water content is always an advantage) 
There will at least be less volume to pum} 
or transport to the point of disposal; 
example, reduction in the water conten 
from 96 per cent. to 92 per cent. halveg 
the volume. There is evidence that sludg 
are becoming more difficult to de-water, 
possibly due to the higher general standan 
of living in the country that has occurred 
in recent years, and resulting in an incre; 
in the protein content of sewage sludge 
The tendency towards the adoption of the 
activated sludge process and of high 
filtration in various forms for the purifi¢ 
tion of sewage results in wetter second 
sludges. : 

_All these trends point to the use ¢ 
digestion as an essential prerequisite t 
any form of disposal, as it not only ge 4 
a long way towards satisfying the criteri 
mentioned above, but by destroying mu 
of the colloidal matter in raw sludge 
results in a sludge from which water 2 
be more easily separated. This was in fi 
the opinion of the Government Working 
Party that considered and reported on tht 
Treatment and Disposal of Sewage Sludgt 
a few years ago. F 

If digested sludge is given a period @ 
quiescent settlement, a considerablt 
volume of supernatant water may be dra 
off. This is often done in second 
digestion tanks, usually unheated. Furtl 
dehydration must be by natural drying ¢ 
underdrained beds, in shallow earth beds 
or deeper lagoons; by one of sevefa 
mechanical means; or by the applicatie 
of heat. z 


Natural Drying 


Natural drying of sludge can be car 
out most rapidly on beds of clinker, grat 
or broken stone about 12in. thick, topo 
with a layer of finer material, such as ashi 
or sand, about 3in. thick, and providet 
with a system of underdrainage usual 
consisting of agricultural pipes leading 
a common drain for conveying the sludge 
liquor to a suitable point of disposal. 
should preferably be the inlet to the se 
works so that the liquor may rece 
complete purification. The sludge is us 
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ped on to the beds to a depth of 12 
to 18in., and dries partly by straining 
through the material of the beds, but 
mainly by evaporation. Decanting of 
supernatant water Is sometimes possible, 
and the sludge eventually dries to a layer 
3 or 4in. thick, with a. water content of 
about 60 per cent. It may then be removed 
by forking into barrows or skips and carted 
away for disposal. ; : 

Drying during the winter months is very 
slow, and may cease altogether. Storage 
of sludge during this period is therefore 
advisable. Additional bed capacity is 
sometimes provided for this purpose, but 
storage in secondary digestion tanks is 
preferable so that full advantage may be 
taken of completing the digestion process 
and obtaining separation of water by 
quiescent settlement. _ 

Some saving in capital cost may be 
effected by the use of simple earth beds 
for sludge drying. Such beds may be 
quickly and cheaply constructed by 
mechanical excavators, banks to contain 
the sludge being formed from the 
material excavated. Deeper lagoons in 
which sludge up to depths of eight feet 
may be accumulated also serve the same 
purpose. Earth beds and lagoons have an 
additional advantage in that when the 
sludge becomes dry it may be removed by 
a mechanical excavator. The time for 
drying in such lagoons is very long, how- 
ever, five to seven years being a normal! 
cycle, so that a comparatively large area 
of land is needed for this method. 

The normal method of stripping ordinary 
drying beds is by hand labour, though 
successful trials have been made of several 
mechanical strippers. Such machines have 
no other uses, however, and in conse- 
quence cannot be considered economic 
except on very large installations. 


Mechanical Dehydration 


The two principal disadvantages of 
natural drying, dependence on weather 
conditions, notoriously uncertain in this 
country, and the difficulty and cost of 
applying mechanical stripping, have led to 
the use of mechanical dehydration, 
especially in America, where several 
mechanical methods of dehydration have 
been applied to sewage sludge with vary- 
ing degrees of success. All have the 
disadvantage of requiring the sludge to be 
“conditioned” by chemical or other means 
to obtain the best results. The methods 
that have been tried in this country include 
pressure and vacuum filtration, and 
centrifuging, all normal techniques wel! 
tried in varioous industrial processes. In 
pressure filtration of sewage sludge, lime 
is usually used as the conditioning agent, 
the mixture being pumped into the presses 
and subjected to hydraulic pressures up 
to 100lb. per sa. in. for several hours. 
Much of the water content of the sludge 
is thus forced through the filter cloths, 
leaving a cake having a moisture content 
of about 60 per cent. 

Pressure filtration seems to be most 
successful when applied to raw primary 
sludge, and its use has therefore declined 
in recent years since sludge digestion has 
become more popular. In addition, it is 
not so suitable for secondary sludges and 
it has the further disadvantages of being 
a batch process, very messy and often 
offensive. 

Vacuum filtration can be used success- 
fully to dehydrate raw sludge, fully 
digested mixed sludges, or fresh activated 
sludge in good condition and well nitrified. 
The liquid sludge is fed into a trough in 
Which a cloth-covered drum _ revolves 
#owly, dipping into the sludge a few 
iMches. The inside of the drum is con- 
nected to a vacuum pump and the 
difference in pressure causes a layer of 
sludge to be picked up on the cloth and 
Dartially dried as the drum _ revolves. 
Before re-entering the trough, the sludge 
IS stripped off the cloth in a continuous 
Sheet by a blade set to touch the cloth 
over the whole length of the drum, assisted 
by a change from vacuum to pressure for 
the final segment of the revolution. 

Chemical conditioning, which results in 
a change in the hydrogen ion concentration 
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and -hence in coagulation of the sludge 
particles, may be achieved by adding to 
the liquid sludge a solution of a salt of a 
high valency metal, in practice ferric 
chloride, chlorinated ferrous ‘sulphate, 
aluminium chloride, or aluminium chloro- 
hydrate. Filter yields of up to 4lb. dry 
solids per sq. ft. of filter area per hour 
may be obtained with well digested sludge. 
the cake having a moisture content of 
about 70 per cent. With activated sludge, 
the yield is considerably less and the mois- 
ture content about 85 per cent. 

The advantages of vacuum filtration are 
continuity, cleanliness, and independence 
of weather conditions. The high degree 
of mechanisation involved restricts its 
application to large installations where 
expert control and maintenance can be 
provided. The high cost of conditioning 
chemicals makes it less economic than 
natural drying or lagooning in this country, 
but it may be regarded as an essential 
preliminary to any continuous form of 
heat drying. 

Another disadvantage lies in the frequent 

tendency to blinding by sludge particles 
of the filter cloth, and in America this 
has led to the introduction of string filters, 
in which the cloth is replaced by a series 
of parallel strings or coil springs passing 
around the drum and close together. Dis- 
charge of filter cake is achieved by passing 
the strings round a pair of subsidiary 
rollers at a suitable point, the rollers 
being so arranged that the cake falls off 
naturally without the use of a stripper 
blade or air pressure. A disadvantage of 
this development when applied to sewage 
sludge is that the filtrate contains appreci- 
able quantities of fine solids, and as these 
would normally be returned to the inlet to 
the main treatment works they are liable 
to accumulate in circuit. 
_ Centrifuging, a process in common use 
for dehydrating many industrial products, 
seems not to have achieved any success in 
this country when applied to sewage 
sludges. The principal reasons for this 
appear to be the relatively high cost of 
power, the comparative wetness of the 
sludge cake, and the large amount of fine 
solids still left in the overflow. These 
would tend to accumulate in circuit and 
so reduce the efficiency of the process. 

Two methods of sludge “conditioning” 
prior to mechanical dehydration should be 
mentioned briefly. One is a heat treatment 
process in which liquid sludge is subjected 
to about 360 deg. F. of heat by means 
of superheated steam for a period of about 
20 minutes. The colloidal matter is 
liquified and the sludge particles altered 
in structure so that it parts much more 
readily with its associated water and 
may be partially dried quite readily by 
pressure filtration, the method usually 
adopted. After further air drying, the 
sludge cake may be used to supplement 
the fuel burned for the steam raising, or 
it may be disintegrated and used as a 
fertiliser. The process appears to be most 
successful for the treatment of secondary 
sludges. Apart from mechanical difficulties 
and the question of cost, the principal 
disadvantage of the process lies in the 
exceptionally strong liquor produced. This 
Increases appreciably the load on the 
purification processes of the works. Fout 
odours are also produced. 

The other method is freezing the liquid 
sludge followed by thawing. Laboratory 
and semi-scale experiments carried out by 
the London County Council have confirmed 
the fact, long known by sewage works’ 
managers, that sewage sludge drains much 
more rapidly after freezing. With the help 
of conditioning chemicals. very spectacular 
results were obtained on filtration, the yield 
being up to 100 times that using condition- 
ing chemicals alone. The cost of 
power involved in refrigeration is, of 
course, high, and is likely to make the 
process uneconomic unless some unfore- 
seen savings can be effected. 


Heat Drying 


Sludge partially dried by mechanical o: 
other means could be completely dried by 
the application of low grade waste heat if 
sufficient time could be provided. In 
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practice, this would involve such a large 
capital expenditure in covered floor space, 
handling plant, etc., that it could hardly 
be economic, High grade heat has there- 
fore to be used, generated by the combus- 
tion of some suitable fuel. Several piants 
operating on this principle have beer 
devised and many are in general use in the 
United States and Canada. In England, 
very few have so far been installed, the 
most successful being of two types, the 
rotary kiln and the flash dryer. ; 

The former is a rotary dryer similar in 
principle to the kind used in cement 
manufacture. Filter cake is fed into the 
top of the rotating, inclined drum having 
cruciform shelving, and furnace gases from 
the combustion of sludge gas or fuel 
oil pass up the drum, drying the sludge on 
the way, and thence to the stack. The 
sludge leaves the dryer as pellets about tin. 
dia. or less, and has a residual moisture 
content of about 40 per cent. It is usually 
sold as a fertiliser. 


Disposal without Utilisation 


There are very few satisfactory methods 
of sludge disposal without utilisation, and 
most of them involve digestion as 2 
preliminary, if only to reduce the volume 
of sludge to be handled, and to avoid 
possible nuisance. 

Large authorities whose disposal works 
are situated on the coast or on large 
estuaries are able to dispose of liquid 
sludge at sea, and this remains an economic 
method in spite of increasing costs of pro- 
viding and operating the special vessels 
needed. About one-third of all the sludge 
produced in England and Wales is deal: 
with in this way. 

Incineration is a possibility, but as men- 
tion above it involves highly complex 
mechanical plant that can only be applied 
at very large works, and if the sludge is 
dried sufficiently to enable it to burn, :+ 
would appear to be more economic to use 
it as a fertiliser than to destroy it. 

The disposal of partially dried sludge by 
tipping or as filling material for low-lying 
areas seems to be the most usual method, 
and has many advantages, especially for 
the small- and medium-sized sewage works. 
One disadvantage that may arise is the 
possible danger of polluting nearby streams 
or underground sources of water supply 
by the drainage from such sludge dumps, 
and in permeable subsoils the method can- 
not be recommended for that reason. 

Another disadvantage may arise from 
the mass of sludge heating and possibly 
catching fire spontaneously or by accident. 
Such fires are most difficult to control and 
will give rise to considerable odour 
nuisance. Infestation by vermin is another 
possible nuisance. : 


Disposal with Utilisation 


Utilisation of sewage sludge may take 
two main forms, extraction of useful by- 
products, and the use of the sludge itself. 
Sludge gas, mentioned in the section deal- 
ing with digestion, is the only by-product 
obtained generally, though grease recovery 
has been profitably exploited at Bradford, 
where the grease content of the sewage is 
high as a result of the discharge of wool 
scouring wastes. The recovery of vitamin 
B12 from sewage sludge has been suggested 
and some research carried out, but it seems 
not to be an economic process. 

It has long been recognised that sewage 
sludge has some value as a fertiliser and 
soil conditioner. Judged on N.P.K. values 
it is not very powerful and is unbalanced. 
practically all the potash content of 
sewage, and much of the phosphate and 
nitrogen having passed out in solution 
with the effluent. Some nitrogen of 
phosvhate remains, 1 to 3 ver cent. of each 
in digested sludge, and up to 7 per cent. 
nitrogen and 4 per cent. P.O, in surplus 
activated sludge. Except when toxic trade 
wastes are present, it is as a restorer of 
humus to the soil that constitutes its chief 
value, though exaggerated claims have been 
made for this. 

It is most easily avvlied to land in either 
of its extreme conditions as to water 
content. As a liquid it may be pumped. 
and pumping is the cheapest form of 
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transport per ton of dry solids even 
with the high water content necessary, 
or it may be conveyed to its destina- 


tion in tankers. The latter method 
has recently become popular _and has 
several advantages. A far wider area 


of land can be covered, which also 
means that any given area need not be 
dosed so frequently, access to pasture land 
at most times of the year seems possible 
on most subsoils, and arrangements can 
be made to distribute sludge on arable 
land by means of flexible pipes. The tradi- 
tional conservatism of farmers seems to 
have been successfully overcome in many 
areas and several authorities are now dis- 
posing of all their digested sludge in this 


way. 

Where sludge is pumped on to land, the 
area is necessarily more restricted, owing 
to the cost of moving or multiplying the 
delivery mains and branches, and in most 
cases this method is restricted to authori- 
ties owning considerable areas fairly near 
to their sewage works. It provides an 
assured outlet for sludge at all times, but 
requires a regular planned routine for 
cropping. 

At the other extreme, fully dried sludge 
is in a satisfactory condition for handling 
and bagging by mechanical means, and can 
be easily spread and incorporated in the 
soil. It can form a very satisfactory base 
for a fully balanced fertiliser especially 
useful for intensive cultivation. 

Partially dried sludge is less satisfactory 
in several ways. Its still considerable water 
content increases the cost of transport per 
ton of dry solids, and although wel! 
digested sludge is quite friable it has to 
be pulverised before it can be spread by 
the usual farm implements. 


Conclusions 


Raw sewage sludge is a most intractable 
and unhygienic material, having a consider- 
able potentiality for nuisance, but with 
suitable processing it has a limited value 
as a fertiliser and soil conditioner. 

With the change in farming methods 
resulting in a considerable reduction in the 
quantity of farmyard manure produced, 
the use of sewage sludge as a partial 
substitute is desirable, if not essential. 

Digestion is an essential prerequisite for 
the disposal of raw primary and mixed 
sludges in order to facilitate dehydration, 
to produce sludge gas, and to make the 
sludge reasonably hygienic and free from 
odour nuisance. 

_Dehydration of sludge, even after 
digestion, is difficult and expensive, and 
disposal in the liquid state is preferable 
where possible. 

_ The most economic method of utilisa- 
tion is in many cases application to land 
in the liquid state, for growing grass for 
grazing by cattle or for cutting and drying 
or both. | 

Lagooning or drying on beds followed 
by tipping are usually the most economic 
methods of disposal without utilisation. 

Research is needed in methods of de- 
hydration, particularly for surplus activated 
sludge, so that the potential value of 
sewage sludge as a fertiliser may be fully 
exploited. 


TOWN AND COUNTRY 


PLANNING

JP UNDAMENTALLY, the whole basis 

of town and country planning is 
dependent upon the growth of popula- 
tion, the development and location of 
industry including agriculture, and the 
amount and character of land available 
for all purposes. 

However much statistical analysis is 
examined in relation to population and 
industry, they will always remain very much 
the imponderables of town planning. 

Some official forecasts since the war 
relating to these matters have been inac- 
curate and the trends misjudged. A 
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country’s welfare and progress is influ- 
enced by international economics and 
world affairs, but I firmly believe that a 
man’s and a nation’s future is what he, or 
it intends to make of it so, in spite of the 
imponderables and the statistics, town and 
country planning, if it is.to be of value, 
must be a mission of optimism and idealism 
tempered with sound commonsense. 

This means that those: who plan and 
administer development plans must try to 
keep their fingers on the pulse of life 
around them, for in the end town planning 
is a very intimate thing concerning a man 
and his neighbour. It will be judged on its 
contribution to the convenience and 
pleasant living conditions of a man’s home 
surroundings. 

The real interest to a municipal engineer 
and surveyor who has been responsible for 
preparing a development plan comes when 
the actual development begins to take place 
within the framework of its provisions. 
Interest becomes still greater when the 
engineer becomes actively responsible for 
the design and construction of some part 
of the development he has visualised in 
preparing the development plan. 


CURRENT PLANNING PROBLEMS

iP RERE is no doubt that whereas in 

the years which followed the war 
the general public was critical of the 
restrictions imposed by the planners, 
they are now far more critical of what is 
allowed. 

We cannot deny that a very great deal 
of mediocre — uninspired — “sub-topian” 
development has been allowed to slip 
through the net—in spite of all the trouble 
the town planners have taken to prevent 
it. 

It is interesting to ask ourselves the 
question: “Is this criticism justified?” and, 
if so, “Who is to blame?” 

It is, of course, easy to point out that 
the responsibility lies with our planning 
committees of elected representatives and 
until their taste is improved—until there 
is a will on the part of the electorate to 
demand something better—no significant 
improvement can be expected. But is this 
wholly true? Are we, as technical officers, 
inclined to take a line of least resistance? 
Are we disheartened when our advice is 
not accepted? Are we inclined to blame 
the Minister when, in fact, the number of 
cases when he has let us down on appeal 
is really remarkably few? When we 
condemn other people’s designs as dreary 
and unimaginative, are we prepared to 
suggest something better? 

These are questions which each town 
planner must answer for himself, but I 
doubt if all our consciences are clear! 


Architectural Control 


I am a firm believer in architects’ 
panels. I am all for consultation and 
discussion with applicants. I believe that 
imaginative layout is more important than 
the design of individual buildings, and ! 
think that where questions of esthetics or 
appearance are concerned we should take 
a good deal of trouble to illustrate to our 
committees the points we are endeavouring 
to make—the free-hand sketch, the 
perspective drawing—the colour trans- 
parency using back projection—these are 
— which are increasingly being 
used. 

I am a municipal engineer—speaking to 
municipal engineers, and I think that as a 
profession it is possible that sometimes we 
do not take sufficient trouble in these 
matters. 


Highway Safety 


As highway engineers we are fully aware 
of the main causes of accidents on the 
roads. We know that our highways are 
totally inadequate to carry the volume of 
traffic. We know—or at any rate we think 
we know—what should be done if only 
the money were available, But what about 
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all the development adjoining highways 
which itself creates traffic danger? The 
standing vehicle? The blind exit? The 
sloping drive? Are we being sufficiently 
tough on these matters? 

Are we justified in demanding that new 
development adjoining our traffic routes 
shall not give rise to any standing vehicles 
whatever on the carriageways of those 
traffic routes and, if so, are we taking al] 
possible steps to secure that end? 

The implementation of this policy by 
means of conditions imposed on consents 
gives rise to a number of technical and 
legal difficulties which I need not discuss 
here; but it is fair comment, I think, that 
some planning authorities are much more 
concerned with the problem than others, 


THAMES FLOOD BARRIER IS 
FEASIBLE 


The feasibility of constructing a movable 
barrier on the River Thames to prevent 
flooding due to tidal surges is the subject of 
a White Paper* published last week by 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern. 
ment. 

The conclusions and recommendations of 
Rendel, Palmer and Tritton and Sir Bruce 
White, Wolfe Barry and Partners, the two 
firms of consulting engineers appointed by 
the Minister in July, 1956, to advise on the 
barrier, are included in the technical ap- 
pendices. 

Consultants were required “ito submit a 
technical report covering the practicability 
of providing a movable barrier across the 
Thames in the Long Reach to exclude 
dangerous tides-cum-surges from the river, 
or, if that proves to be impracticable, to 
suggest any other site which in their view 
would overcome the technical difficulties.” 
The consultants were also asked to pro- 
vide plans and costs of their proposals, 

The White Paper says that the consul- 
tants’ reports indicate that the construction 
of a movable barrier in Long Reach would 
be technically feasible. Such a barrier 
would have a limited purpose; namely, the 
exclusion from the heavily built-up area of 
dangerous surges travelling up the estuary 
from the North Sea. 

Consultations with the local authorities 
river boards, conservancies and other 
bodies concerned in the Thames estuary 
both above and below Long Reach are now 
proposed by the Government. These con- 
sultations will cover all aspects of flood 
prevention in the estuary, including the 
barrier proposal and the arrangements 
under which if it goes forward, such a 
barrier might be built, maintained, operated 
and paid for.

SCOTTISH CONTRACTORS 
WANT MORE ROADWORKS 


Scottish contractors were seeking 4a 
revised road construction programme at 
least treble the size of the existing plans, 
said Mr. Alistair D. Ogilvy, chairman of the 
Scottish Section of the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors, at their annuai 
dinner in Glasgow recently. 

Work was not coming through the pipe- 
line at a sufficient volume to meet the 
available capacity of the industry. Given 
more, there would be less scrambling and 
more realistic tenders, eleminating the 
present cut-throat competition. 

Mr. Ogilvy said that in Scotland the 
industry was composed essentially of 
smaller firms and medium sized firms, 
each with a maximum of 100 employees. 
These firms were the most severely hit in 
the present situation. They were unable to 
compete for the very large contracts. 

At the dinner Prof. John M, Halliday, 
Glasgow University, proposed the prin- 
cipal toast. Mr. Jas. Robertson, a member 
of the Executive Committee of the Federa- 
tion, proposed the toast “Our Guests,” and 
Colonel David Carnegie replied. 
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WELSH COLLEGE DESIGN ALLOWS FOR 
POSSIBLE MINING SUBSIDENCE 


[HE Ystrad Mynach College of 

Further Education, built for 
Glamorgan County Council, is designed 
to serve the predominantly mining and 
industrial district to the north of Caer- 
philly. ins ‘ 

The present buildings consist of a main 
four-storey block, containing classrooms, 
laboratories, a lecture theatre to seat 100, 
and administration and staff offices, and 
of a two-storey workshop block. The 
college is ultimately to be extended to pro- 
yide an assembly hall, a gymnasium, 
student common rooms and further teach- 
ing accommodation and administration 
quarters. ; : 

Although there are no mine workings 
under the site it was considered necessary 
to take precautions against possible future 
mining subsidence. Up to the time the 
college was designed (1955) normal practice 
had been to limit building to a single 
storey with extensive special foundations. 
It was decided, however, to depart from 
this practice for the college and to build 
a rigid structure, of several floors, bearing 
on the ground at a number of points where 
facilities could be provided for jacking at 
a later date if necessary. 


Classroom and Administration Block 


This four-storey block, 136ft. long over- 
all and 60ft. 8in. wide, consists of two 
buildings which are entirely separated by 
a 3in. wide structural break. The axis 
of the block runs east-west; the classroom 
buildings, 60ft. long, lies to the west of 
the structural break, and the administration 
building, 76ft. long, to the east. The lower 
floors are devoted to administrative and 
communal accommodation, the third to 
classrooms and the fourth comprises the 
lecture hall and a tank room. 

The block was designed with a central 
corridor and with the rooms disposed one 
either side; this arrangement was com- 
patible both with the requirements of con- 
centrating the load and with the necessary 
layout and relationships of the rooms. 

All floors, above, and including the first 
floor are carried on a central spine which 
consists of two rows of in-situ reinforced 
concrete columns. The columns are sup- 
ported, in turn, by prestressed concrete 
foundation beams of box section, which 
rest on two mass concrete piers. Two 
points of support were provided on 











each pier and provision was made for 
jacking up the building should any settle- 
ment of the mass concrete piers take place. 

Each pair of columns carries, at each 
floor level, a precast concrete truss 
60ft. 8in. long, which was cantilevered 
out beyond the columns. The overall 
depth of the truss at the columns is 
4ft. lin., tapering to 7}in. at the ex- 
tremities. The top chord member was 





truss was then made up of two half-trusses 
and an in-situ prestressed and reinforced 
concrete latticed construction was formed 
between the half-trusses and the adjacent 
full truss. This latticed construction con- 
sists of prestressed concrete diagonal 
members in the plane of the floors and 
reinforced concrete diagonal members in 
the plane of the lower, inclined, members 
of the trusses. At the lower end of the 
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Main four-stoprey block 


cast and prestressed with “Macalloy” bars 
before the remainder of the truss was cast. 

In both-blocks there is a staircase within 
the spine structure. These stairs consist 
of a central in-situ reinforced concrete 
beam 9in. wide and between 12in. and 
l6in. deep, with precast treads and landings 
seated on the spine beam, and with an 
in-situ concrete connection. 


Certain Trusses Omitted 


In order to cater for these stairs. the 
centre portion of certain trusses has had 
to be omitted. Where this occurred the 
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inclined member there is an in-situ pre- 
stressed beam which runs along the side 
of the columns. 

The construction throughout was kept 
as light as possible in order to reduce the 
loads on the cantilevers. The majority 
of floors and roofs are therefore of timber 
construction. 

Convenient space for all services was 
provided by the box section of the main 
ground beams and the design of the floor 
trusses, which provided reduced ceiling 
heights in the corridors. The top floor

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HOSPITAL BUILDING PROJECTS 
ESTIMATED AT £20M. 


Regional Boards Asked to Complete Plans 


HE Minister of Health, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, announced in the 
Commons last week that he has asked 
hospital boards to complete the plan- 
ning of 29 more major building projects, 
which will cost about £20m. 

These include work on a number of new 
hospitals. There is the first phase of a 
new teaching hospital in Liverpool, a new 
maternity hospital to replace the Birming- 
ham Maternity Hospital and a new building 
for the Tavistock Clinic. There are further 
stages of the new general hospitals for 
Crawley and Truro, and the completion of 
those for Harlow and Huddersfield and of 
the mental deficiency hospital at Oakwood 
Park, Conway, 

The list also includes the first phase 
of the redevelopment of the Gloucester- 
shire Royal Hospital and a further stage 
of the development of the Poole General 
Hospital. 

New maternity departments are proposed 
for Ashton-under-Lyne General Hospital, 
Burnley General Hospital, Chester City 
Hospital, Margate Genera] Hospital and 
Watford. An obstetric unit will form part 
of a large development at the New Cross 
Hospital and Royal Hospital at Wolver- 
hampton, and there will be a new out- 
patient department at Queen -Charlotte’s 
Hospital. 

There will be a new ophthalmic block at 
the Royal Berkshire Hospital, Reading, and 
a neurosurgical unit at Walton Hospital -to 
serve the Liverpool hospital region. 

Large developments proposed at other 
hospitals include a surgical block at Derby 
City Hospital, an operating theatre suite 
and diagnostic radiology department at the 
Prince of Wales’s Hospital, Tottenham, a 
new out-patient department for St. John’s 
Hospital, Battersea, and extensions to the 
Southend General Hospital. There will be

a new ward block at the Christie Hospital, 
Manchester, extensions to the Scalebor

pital, Stone, are to be modernised, and new 
boilers and laundry are included for the 
Newcastle General Hospital. 


Architects and Engineers 

On the day he announced the projects, 
the Minister was asked by Mr. Boyden 
how many posts for architects and engi- 
neers, respectively, remained unfilled by 
regional hospital boards. 

Mr. Walker-Smith replied that these 
establishments were not subject to specific 
control by his Department and, conse- 
quently, there was not routine collection 
of current figures. A special inauiry in 
1958 showed that on April 1 of that year, 
there were 16 vacancies for architects 
against a total establishment of 152 
and 42 vacancies for engineers against 
a total establishment of 128. He regretted 
that no more recent figures were available. 

Mr. Boyden: Is the right hon. and 
learned Gentleman aware that there has 
been a very great deterioration in the cir- 
cumstances since then and that the in- 
creased programme of building requires 
many more architects and engineers? What 
does he propose to do to provide recruit- 
ment not only for the future but to make 
up the present existing deficiences? 

Mr. Walker-Smith: It may be that the 
figures have already deteriorated since 
1958, the latest year for which I have 
them available. I attach importance to 
this question in the context of the increased 
hospital building programme. The precise 
rates of remuneration will be determined 
by arbitration, but, of course, the manage- 
ment side offered a substantial increace.

Mr. Maclay: I can certainly state that 
I have no intention of liquidating that 
organisation. 


Communications (South Wales-Midlands) 

Joint Parliamentary Secretary, Mr. John 
Hay, told Mr, Gower that work would 
start this spring on the first 28 miles of 
the Bristol to Birmingham motorway, which 
would join the Ross Spur motorway now 
under construction and due for comple. 
tion before the end of the year. Between 
Ross and Newport the existing trunk road 
would be provided throughout with dual 
carriageways, and it was hoped to start 
the first schemes of this comprehensive 
improvement during the next financia 
year.

The chimney for the oil-fired boiler

Workshop Block 


The workshop block is 103ft. long by 
60ft.

In this case the spine columns are sup- 
parted on concrete foundation trusses. 
The chord member is of box section and 
is prestressed on the Freyssinet system.

Access by road was required to a 
number of the workshops. It was possible 
to provide this road access to those of the 
first floor workshops as well as to those 
on the ground floor, by the use of the 
existing ground levels and by providing 
a link by a concrete bridge.

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A GUIDE TO BETTER INSURANCE 


HE intention of this article is to 
T place before contractors, informa- 
tion regarding a type of insurance cover 
which is available and which in these 
days when so much time is spent 
in administrative work, is especially 
designed to reduce insurance problems. 

To keep pace with new trends in the 
construction world insurance has under- 
gone considerable revision during the past 
few years. Until recent times the’ con- 
tractor would take out various insurances 
required of him by each contract as condi- 
tions dictated and apart from compulsory 
Road Traffic Act insurance for road 
vehicles, he would normally only consider 
the following cover:— : 

(a) Public Liability (i.e, Damage to 
Third Party property and injury 
to Third Parties). 

(b) Employers’ Liability. 

(c) Temporary Contract Works. 

(d) Plant. 

These insurances are generally accepted 
as essential, but even so contractors some- 
times neglect to safeguard themselves 
adequately. : 

Public Liability insurances, for instance, 
frequently contain limits as low as £10,000 
in respect of any one accident, and the 
type of accidents covered are in many cases 
restricted to part of the contractor's 
liability at Common Law, while the 
contractor’s protection against liability 
assumed under certain conditions of 
contract in most cases remains uninsured, 
due, of course, to that onerous exclusion 
“Liability assumed under Agreement,” etc. 
Furthermore, the type of accident insured 
under a Public Liability Policy in many 
cases is qualified by numerous exclusions 
concerning such risks as collapse, subsi- 
dence, weakening or removal of supports, 
vibration, and so forth, which to a great 
degree are the very risks that contractors 
encounter almost, one would say, daily. 
li is essential, therefore, that a contractor 
should make quite sure that his Public 
Liability and Employers’ Liability Policies 
contain no onerous exclusions whereby, 
owing to the nature of a contract, the 
work to be undertaken is excluded or the 
cover found to be inadequate. 

Temporary contract works insurances 
are invariably limited to the perils dictated 
under contract, am many occasions being 
in respect of fire only, with the addition 
of special perils when made the responsi- 
bility of the contractor under certain 
conditions of contract. More often than 
not the contractor is only effecting such 
Mmsurance to fulfil his obligations and not 
with any thought of protecting himself. 
One hears of large contractors who insist 
chat cover in respect of burglary and theft 
df materials from site is not necessary 
because this is not required under contract. 
However, losses of this nature often occur, 
and are written off without due considera- 
tion by the contractors. There is a school 
of thought which considers that by not 
insuring contract works, etc.,.against “All 
Risks” the contractors are keepifig their 
insurance premiums at the lowest economic 
level, but what would be the cost of the 
uninsured losses by theft, accidental and 
malicious damage, and so forth, if contract 
managers were required to submit these 
details regularly to their head office? 

e insurance of plant is also often 
neglected and the number of contractors 


who still insure against fire risks only is 
surprising, 


Contractor’s Portfolio 
_ Normally a contractor’s portfolio of 


Imsurances includes. the following 
Policies: — 
(1) Public Liability Insurance in 


respect of all activities, including 
liability assumed under contract. 


(2) Public Liability Insurance in 
Tespect of defects in occupied 
premises.

Damage to Plant, ie., cranes, 
hoists, bulldozers, Scrapers, excava- 
tors, concrete mixers, etc.

(7) Products’ Liability Insurance where 
the contractor engages in manu- 
facturing. ; 

(8) Goods in Transit Insurance... 

(9) Fire, Burglary and Special Pefils 
Insurance, covering the buildings

trade, plant and _ contractual 
material in depot. 

(10) Motor _ Insurances, covering 
licensed plant, commercial vehicles 
and cars. 

(11) Inspection Contract in respect of 


plant where statutory obligation is 
placed on the contractor to ensure 
that such plant is _ regularly 
inspected, and breakdown insur- 
ance in respect of all major items 
of plant. 
Money Insurance. 
Group Personal Accident Insurance 
in respect of the employees. 
Fidelity Guarantee Insurance in 
respect of selected employees 
handling money. 
(15) Contract Guarantee Bonds when 
required by principals. 

The average contractor is still content 
to carry such a portfolio of insurances 
covering different risks, often overlapping 
in protection and thereby costing him 
more than necessary in premium although 
still giving inadequate cover. With such 
a large portfolio of insurances there is 
also a danger that the policies are not 
kept up to date and that alterations under 
one policy in one direction may not be 
reflected properly under another policy in 
another direction, while in addition to the 
possibility of overlapping, gaps between 
one policy and another also occur and can 
prove very dangerous traps to the unwary. 
The policies invariably have separate expiry 
dates, which not only gives rise to the need 
for considerable office organisation to 
control insurance matters, but also leaves 
wide open the possibility of human error 
such as an expiry date being overlooked 
and all the consequences which could 
follow such an oversight. 

These problems and -the attendant 
administrative work involved can to a 
large extent be removed. How can this 
be achieved? In the first place it is 
prudent to place insurance matters in the 
hands of a firm of competent insurance 
brokers who are specialists in contractors’ 
insurance. A broker does not charge a 
client for his services, and the advantages 
a contractor obtains are many indeed. The 
full benefit of such a broker’s knowledge 
and experience of insurance law, principles 
and_ technicalities, together with the 
customs and practice of the business, is 
placed at the contractor’s disposal. The 
contractor can rely on the broker’s know. 
ledge of policy terms and conditions, and 
opinions as to fair and equitable rates, 
and such an organisation is always at the 
contractor’s service to advise, and 
negotiate prompt and equitable settlement 
of claims. 

The modern broker solves all these 
difficulties by providing a policy whereby 
many of the individual policies enumerated 
earlier can be replaced by one all- 
embracing contractors’ policy. 

The scope of this policy is of such a 
wide nature that it meets in full the condi-

tions imposed under I.C.E. Contracts. It 
will also be appreciated that adequate 
protection is provided in respect of con- 
tracts under R.I.B.A., CCC/Works 1-8 
Conditions, and in fact any other form of 
contract. 

It will be of particular interest to those 
contractors engaged in major civil 
engineering contracts overseas to know 
that the protection afforded by this policy 
need not be limited to the United 
Kingdom. 


Cover Provided 


The cover provides 


insurance under 
three sections:— 


Section 1. 
Loss or damage in respect of all 
contract works, irrespective of their 


nature, constructional materials, site build- 
ings, property loaned to or hired by 
contractors or sub-contractors, and all 
materials and plant, equipment, gear, 
tools, hoardings and personal effects of 
contractors or sub-contractors or their 
employees or representatives. All plant, 
whether owned by the contractors or while 
hired in or out, is covered against all loss 
or damage on site or in depot and for all 
transit risks. Removal of debris, dis- 
mantling, site clearance, architects’ and 
other professional fees are also insured 
under this section. 


Section 2, 
The legal liability of the insured 
and/or their sub-contractors or prin- 


cipals (where required by contract) and 
liability under any contract document. 
This section includes liability arising out 
of defects in premises and liability in con- 
nection with plant hired out. Damage to 
bridges, viaducts, roads or anything 
beneath caused by weight of vehicles or 
plant, and damage to any buildings caused 
by vibration, collapse or subsidence is also 
included under this section of the policy, 
as also are law costs incurred with insurer’s 
written consent. 

Section 3. 


Legal liability in respect of accidents 
to or diseases contracted by any 
of the insured’s employees arising out of 
their employment.

In the case of 
Section 1 it is necessary for the contractor 
to arrange for the indemnity to be based 
on the value of the highest contract 
normally undertaken, plus maximum value 
of plant at any one site at any one time. 
Under Section 2, in view of the large 
awards made in the Courts in recent years, 
contractors are well advised to carry an 
indemnity of at least £100,000 and, in fact, 
£250,000 or £500,000 any one accident is 
not considered excessive. All losses are 
automatically reinstated without additional 
premium and, therefore, the indemnities 
under each section of the policy are not 
reduced by reason of claims. 


Important Features 


Certain important features of the policy 
are that it includes cover for:— 

(a) Loss or damage and third party 
liability in connection with 
licensed plant while working as a 
“tool of trade” on any public 
highway. 

(b) Damage and liability arising out 
of the explosion of air receivers 
and other pressure vessels in 
connection with contractual 
activities.

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£500,000 OFFICE BLOCK NEARING 
COMPLETION AT RICHBOROUGH 


A FIVE-STOREY office building, 80ft. 
high and with a frontage of 260ft., 
is now nearing completion at the works 
of Pfizer, Ltd., at Richborough, Kent. 
It will cost about £500,000 and will 
contain 69,000 sq. ft. of floor space. 


Over 450 tons of structural steel have 
been used in the construction, and more 
than 400 piles, varying in depth from 25ft. 
to 75ft., were sunk before the foundations 
could be completed. 


The exterior framework will be covered 
in stainless steel, and a third of an acre 
of glass is being used for the windows. 
Special cradles for cleaning the outside 


of the building have begn . incorporated 
into’the structure. ee ees 

Two lifts will be installed and the build- 
ing will be centrally heated. 
feature of the frontage will be a reinforced 
concrete mone 40ft. long by 34ft. wide. 

The building was designed by F. A. 
Reed and Partners, 10 Storeys Gate, Lon- 
don, S.W.1, and the main contractors are 
C. J. Jenner and Son, Ltd., Folkestone. 

Sub-contractors include: Soil Mechanics, 
Ltd., piling; Hamilton Slade and Co., Ltd., 
steelwork; G. N. Haden and Son, Ltd., 
heating; Southern Electricity Board, elec- 
tricity installations; Waygood-Otis, Ltd., 
lifts.

(c) Extraneous damage _ to 
owned, hired in 
without schedule. 
In cases where contractors or their 
subsidiary companies engage in manufac- 
ture, the policy can be adapted to cover 
liability arising out of defects in products, 

sold, supplied or distributed. 


Advantages 


The advantages of such a policy are 
readily apparent. The insurances num- 
bered 1-8 mentioned earlier could be 
dispensed with since they would immedi- 
ately be amalgamated under the con- 
tractors’ policy and in fact very much 
wider cover obtained. The portfolio of 
insurances would, therefore, be reduced by 
more than 50 per cent. All stock in trade 
and contractual materials, covered in 
depots under Insurance No. 9 could be 
deleted, since such property would be 
insured by the contractors’ policy on an 
“all risks” basis. 

It should be particularly noted that as 
the policy describes the assured as the 
contractors and principals, employing 
authorities would enjoy full protection 
under all three sections of the policy. 
Many contractors will appreciate the 
significance of this, and can recall frequent 
occasions when only their Public Liability 
and Employers’ Liability Policies have 
been extended to indemnify a principal.

The absence of a schedule of plant 
constitutes in itself a tremendous saving 
in clerical work as there is no need for 
insurers to be advised each time a new 
item of plant is acquired or disposed of. 


The suggested cover already outlined 
would, therefore, remove a number of 
problems, and cut down the amount of 
time spent on dealing with insurance 
matters, while the advantages in discon- 
tinuing separate contract works’ or 
temporary fire policies are obvious. 


Under certain forms of contract the 
principals accept responsibility either for 
fire insurance or for certain special perils. 
In such instances a return of premium is 
allowed under the contractors’ policy, 
based on the wages expended under such 
contracts, thus the contractor is not paying 
for insurance cover where such cover has 
already been effected by the principal. 


The premium for Sections 1 and 2 of 
the policy is based solely on the. annual 
wages paid to all employees, plus hiring 
charges in respect of plant hired out. 
Under Section 3 of the policy different 
classes of employees are rated separately, 
according to the nature of their work. The 
advantage of this basis of premium 
calculation is immediately apparent. A 
contractor knows when tendering how 
much the cost of insurance will be without 
reference to his insurers, and can include 
such charge in his tender.

It may surprise the reader to learn that 
a Contractors’ Omnibus Policy on_ the 
above lines is not an expensive proposition 
when considered in the light of the cover 
granted, and when compared with the 
premiums paid under individual, and to 
some extent restricted policies.

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LONDON TRANSPORT BRIDGE RENEWAE~ 
Replacement of Ray Street “ Grid-Iron e 


ONDON TRANSPORT engineers 
have started work on the replace- 
ment by a reinforced concrete raft of 
the well-known “Grid-Iron” bridge 
carrying the electrified Metropolitan 
and Circle Line tracks over the non- 
electrified City Widened Lines at Ray 
Street, about 300yd. west of Farringdon 
Station. 

The original Grid-Iron was a wrought- 
iron bridge built in 1866-67. It served a 
secondary purpose as a strut between the 
high retaining walls of the cutting at this 
point. The wrought-iron girders deterio- 
rated, probably largely from the effects of 
smoke, and were replaced by the present 
girders in 1892, but no provision was made 
at that time for the strutting of the retain- 
ing walls. 

Shortly after the last war, when the 
replacement of the iron work was again 
under consideration, it was noticed that 
there were slight signs of movement of 
the retaining walls and abutments. This 
movement was slow and gave no cause for 
alarm until, in the spring of 1958, the rate 
of movement increas:d and had to be 
arrested by building concrete struts be- 
tween the bases of the walls under the non- 
electrified tracks and by taking other minor 
measures. It was found that the clay under 
the foundations of the walls had deterio- 
rated in the course of time and that a 
permanent remedy would have to be 
devised. 

Mass Concrete Invert 


The walls are to be stabilised by building 
a mass concrete invert, 180ft. long and 
28ft. 6in. wide, between the walls and be- 
neath the lower pair of tracks. This will strut 
the walls at the bottom, protect the ground 
from further softening, and also carry the 
drainage of the low point where the 
Widened Lines dip beneath the electrified 
tracks without allowing it to cause the 
ground to soften, 

The eleven girders of the Grid-Iron are 
to be replaced by a continuous reinforced 
concrete raft, 108ft. in length, to provide 
a new bridge deck. The raft will also act 
as a Continuous strut between the retain- 
ing walls. 


Working at weekends, the engineers will 
build sections of- the raft between the 
existing girders. The necessary shuttering 
for each raft section will be erected during 
one Sunday possession and the reinforcing 
steel will be assembled in its final position. 
During the following Sunday possession, 
the shuttering will be propped from below

are released for traffic again after weekend 
work, the raft section will be self- 
supporting and the props supporting the 
shuttering will have been removed. 

When the ten seconds have been built 
in this way, the original girders will be 
removed and the weight of the track and 
trains will be carried by the raft sections. 
The gaps left by the removal of the girders 
will then be built up in the same way as the 
rest of the raft and the track will be 
ballasted as though carried on a normal 
formation. 

Congested Site 


The site is difficult and congested, and 
very near two pairs of intensively used 
railway tracks, so that only a small part of 
the work can be done while trains are 
running, and complete track possession 
must be given to the engineers while the 
taft sections are built. 

The site is in the valley of the Fleet 
River, once a tidal navigable channel but 
now confined in a sewer behind the retain- 
ing walls on the Farringdon Road side of 
the railway. During the original building 
of the railway in 1862, the Fleet, then 
carried in a lightly built brick sewer 10ft. 
in diameter, resting on rubbish filled into 
the old river bed, burst into the works, 
causing flooding for a considerable distance. 

On the King’s Cross side of the Grid- 
Iron the electrified lines enter the 728yd. 
Clerkenwell tunnel, built between Novem- 
ber, 1860, and May, 1862, with a depth 
to rail level from the surface of 29ft.-59ft. 
The Widened Lines enter a 733yd. parallel 
tunnel built batween November, 1865 and 
May, 1867, with a depth of 55ft. at the 
eastern end, where the mouth is some 16ft. 
lower than that of the original Clerkenwell 
Tunnel alongside, now used by London 
Transport trains. 

The work of replacing the Grid-Iron is 
being carried out by London Transport’s 
own engineers under the direction of 
Mr. C. E, Dunton, M.I.C.E., chief civil 
engineer. The cost is approximately £50,000.

WESTERN AVENUE 
IMPROVEMENT

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PRE-PLANNING AND PREFABRICATION SPEED: 
LONDON HOTEL ALTERATIONS 


URTHER evidence of the’ advan 
tageous effects of pre-planning 
and early co-operation between pro- 
moters, architects and contractors 
provided by the conversion scheme now 
nearing completion at the Strand Palace 
Hotel, London. In only 96 days and 
without interference to the operation of 
the hotel or inconvenience to its guests, 
123 bedrooms on seven floors have been 
torn out and replaced by 111 new bed- 
bathroom suites. 

The architects for the scheme were 
F. J. Wills and Son, and the general con- 
tractors, Holland & Hannen and Cubitts 
(Great Britain), Ltd. The cost was about 
£80,000, which is thought to represent a 
saving of up to one third, had the work 
been carried out in the normal way with 
the contractors appointed at a late stage. 

Two months’ extensive work was spent 
on planning and organising, including the 
planning of special equipment to expedite 
every operation possible. To visualise the 
finished job and help when estimating 
orders for materials, a model was made, 
and even the decor was agreed before 
work started. 

Programme charts showed phasing of 
labour, equipment and materials, and were 
kept independently by architect and client 
for daily review. Sub-contractors reported 
at weekly progress meetings, and a further 
close control over the progress of the work 
was kept by means of pocket radio 
receivers carried by all key personnel. 


Prototype Scheme 


A prototype scheme was carried out in 
1958, when Cubitts were appointed ts 
convert some of the bedrooms into luxury 
suites, without closing any of the floors. 

On this scheme 16 bedrooms were con- 
verted under normal contracting methods. 
A time study was made of all operations 
and difficulties concerning flow of traffic, 
delivery of materials and hotel working 
conditions. All plumbing services and 
drainage, designed eventually to take the 
increased load of additional toilet accom- 
modation for a major scheme, were 
installed. 

The success of this pilot scheme led the 
hotel directors to commission work on the 
major project. 


They required 111 bathroom-bedroom

suites with corridors, lighting, heating, 
plumbing and ventilation. The existing 
bedroom layout on parts of the second to 
eighth floors had to be completely 
demolished and the conversions were to be 
completed between November 9, 1959, and 
March 5, this year, the hotel’s off-peak 
season. 


Planning Team 


A planning team was set up under the 
chairmanship of the _ hotel’s works 
manager, Mr. W. M. Pearce, A.M.I.Mech.E., 
A.M.I,W. The hotel’s construction super- 
visor, Mr. P. J. Hulbert, was appointed as 
the hotel’s site representative. Mr. J. M. 
Forsythe, A.R.I.B.A., the architect’s repre- 
sentative, was responsible for production 
of all necessary details and general guid- 
ance on the contract. 


Mr. G. Dunster was appointed Cubitts’ 
contracts manager on site, and Mr. 
C. Sheppard was designated liaison officer 
for the contractor to route information 
between client, architect and contractor. 
Cubitts’ chief planning officer, Mr. S. R. 
Shepherd, produced the general plan and 
programme, complete with such details as 
labour, materials supplied, and results of 
negotiations with police and_ local 
authorities. 


Timed Deliveries 


To dispose of 150yd. of demolition 
debris a day by mechanical means, a chute 
carried rubble from the various floors to 
waiting lorries, called into place by an 
electric signalling system. 


Supply of materials and fittings was 
timed not only to coincide with building 
requirements, but also to cause minimum 
inconvenience to private traffic and the 
transport to and from the nearby Covent 
Garden market. Police, Westminster 
Council and the market authorities co- 
operated in planning a deliveries schedule. 


Nearly 400 tons of MarleyMix—cemen: 
and mortar mixes requiring only water— 
were used for ease of handling and stack- 
ing. Daily deliveries, in lcwt. bags, 
coincided with the various operations— 
bricklaying, rendering walls, and screeding 


floors. 
Fittings and Services 


New walls were constructed in partition 
blocks with traditional plaster finish. False 





ceilings included fibrous plaster tiled 
ceilings to corridors, and thermal acoustic 
cork tiled ceilings in bathrooms and 
lobbies. Bathroom walls were covered 
with specially manufactured tiles showing 
an old London view of the Thames. 

Plumbing was on the one-pipe system 
of sanitation, and was prefabricated in 
sections from light gauge copper tubes, for 
installation and connection on site. New 
copper soil services were complete with 
anti-siphonage circuits. Suspended type 
w.c. pans allow clear floor space beneath. 

Electrical circuits, including those fo 
telephone and television, were prefabri- 
cated on the harness system in P.V.C. 
sheathed Pyrotenax, ready for connection 
to the mains supply. 

Steam to water calorifiers have been 
erected in the boiler house with pumps. 
and ancillary equipment. The separate 
towel rail circuit runs in conjunction with 
the heating system in winter, and indepen- 
dently in summer. 

Rooms are heated to a temperature c: 
70 degrees Fahrenheit by concealed 
convector panel heaters, and temperature 
can be controlled by hotel guests. 

For ventilation a mechanical extract 
system runs through galvanised steel 
trunking, rising through the building to the 
roof. Common trunking runs across the 
roof to the fan chamber. Each bathroom 
is fitted with a Deflecto adjustable grille. 

Baths have shower fittings and curtains. 
with drip rails above to dry clothes. In 
each bathroom are hot towel rails, mirrors, 
shaving cabinets, multi-point electric razor 
plugs and separate strip lighting. 

Bedrooms were styled by Mr. F. L. 
Marcus. The door frames are of polished 
pine with mahogany doors. Nylon carpets 
have been fitted, and there is bedsidz 
control of radio, television, telephone, 
lighting and room services.

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NEW RECORD ESTABLISHED FOR 
CONSTRUCTIONAL WORK 


£509M. in Fourth Quarter Last Year 


ONTRACTORS in Great Britain 

carried out constructional work 

to the value of £509m. during the fourth 

quarter of last year, according to pro- 

visional figures compiled by the Mini- 
stry of Works. 

Although this figure is only £2m. more 
than the figure for the third quarter it 
is nevertheless a record. The value of 
work done during the year as a whole is 
provisionally estimated at £1,976m. 

From the beginning of 1959 the con- 
struction industries have been classified 
according to the 1958 edition of the 
Standard Industrial Classification and 
these figures now include the work of con- 
structional engineering firms whose main 
activity is erection (and not fabrication). 
After allowing for this change and for 
changes in prices, it is estimated that 
output in 1959 was about 6 per cent. higher 
than in 1958. The annual increase in 
output from the industry has only exceeded 
this once since the end of the war— 
between 1952 and 1953 when an increase 
of 7 per cent. was achieved. 


In the fourth quarter there were few 
significant changes in the output of differ- 
ent types of work compared with the third 
quarter. The most significant feature was 
the continued increase in the amount of 
private housing which rose to £88m., an 
increase of 5 per cent. 


Employment in January, 1960, was 
20,000 more than a year earlier. Allowing 
for seasonal fluctuations, the employment 
situation improved throughout last year. 


Prices of building materials remained 
relatively stable during last quarter and 
the cost of new construction work was 
unchanged compared with the third quarter 
of the year. 


The index number of the volume of 
production for the fourth quarter is 115 
compared with 113 in the previous quarter. 
Seasonally corrected there was no change 
and after increasing in the earlier quarters 
of the year production levelled off. The 
weather in the last quarter was seasonally 
normal and this could hardly be said of 
the middle of the year.

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B.R.F. ORGANISE CAR 
PARKING EXHIBITION 


HE British Road Federation is to hold 
an exhibition of car parking at the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers, London, from 
March 18 to 26. It will be a comprehensive 
collection of models, photographs, draw- 
ings and plans of buildings all over the 
world designed to house the parked car in 
many ways and for many purposes.

INCREASE IN MOTOR TRAFFIC 
1959 Road Census Results 


Motor traffic on the trunk and class I 
roads of England and Wales has increased 
by more than half in the past five years. 

A traffic census taken in August, 1959, 
showed that the number of motor vehicles 
counted was 12 per cent. greater than in 
the corresponding week of 1958, and 56 
per cent. greater than in 1954, when the 
last comprehensive census was taken. 
Private cars showed an increase of 11 per 
cent. and heavy goods vehicles 18 per 
cent. in the year. Travel by bus and 
coach showed a slight decline. 


The census was the fourth of a series 
of annual checks made by the Ministry 
of Transport to provide estimates of 
vehicle mileage on trunk and class I roads 
and to enable traffic trends over these 
roads to be measured. 


PLANNING CONTROL OF LARGE 
AGRICULTURAL BUILDINGS 


The erection of large agricultural build- 
ings or groups of buildings now comes 
under planning control. This is the effect 
of an Order laid before Parliament recently 
by Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, after con- 
sultation with the interests concerned. 

The object is to ensure that large new 
agricultural buildings are sited with due 
regard to the amenities of the countryside. 
The effect of the order is that planning 
permission will be required for any agri- 
cultural building occupying a ground area 
in excess of 5,000 sq. ft. either by itself or 
when aggregated with other buildings 
(other than dwellinghouses) within 100yd., 
if erected or in course of erection on the 
same agricultural unit within the preceding 
two years.

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Talking of Safety 


ETER WALKER and I were just 

finishing our lunch in the tiny 

staff canteen when Tim Paterson, one 

of Peter’s assistants, walked in and 

crossed over to our table.

“We have been discussing the pros and 
cons of bosun’s chairs,” said Peter, and 
he held up a copy of the British Standard 
I had given him. ‘“ Or should I say ‘ safety 
chairs’? Anyway, the conversation has 
been ona highly intellectual plane. In fact 
I now know exactly how to cope with the 
problem.” 

“Good show! Well I’ve got a question 
for our friend here,” said Tim. “If you'll 
pardon me getting on with my beef and 
two veg., I'll tell you all about it betwen 
munches. It’s really another access pro- 
blem. You saw the steel tower we were 
erecting near the entrance to the sit2?” 

I nodd2d, and he went on: 

“Tt’s a fairly light structure, 40ft. high 
and t2mporarily braced with guy ropes. 
Yesterday we had a small team of erectors 
working up aloft, fixing a storage hopper 
and some chutes. They’ve got ladders 
fixed up the side of the tower, but once 
they get to the top it’s the usual monkey 
business; you know—scrambling around 
the steelwork.” 

“Are they using any boards?” I asked. 
.‘They’ve got a few planks lying across the 
joists—nothing like a proper platform, 
of course—just the bare minimum for fixing 
the bits and pieces. Early this morning 
there was a fairly strong wind, and one 
of the lads came down and said they 
wanted safety belts or else. Well, there 
were six in the team and we have four 
safety belts, so it looked like getting out 
the straws, but then another of the men 
came along and said no, they didn’t want 
belts, the law says they must have a proper 
platform to work on. All right I said, get 
some more boards up there and make your- 
selves a platform. That’s O.K. for me, 
said the first chap, but two of my mates

are bolting-up the framework and they 
can’t work off a platform. That’s easy. I 
said, they'll have to wear safety belts. On, 
but you can’t insist on them wearing safety 
belts, said the other chap. The law says 
only if they want to. 

“IT could see we were leading into a 
nice legal battle, but then the rain started 
and they all headed for the messroom. It 
was nearly lunchtime anyway, so I packed 
up, too. Query: Where do we go from 
there?” 

“Well, I suppose we should deal with 
the legal aspect first,” I said. “To begin 
with, we must try to decide whether it’s a 
building job or a work of engineering con- 
struction. Has the finished article any 
res:mblance to a building?” 

Peter shook his head. 

“TI shouldn’t think so. There’s no roof, 
no floor, no walls—nothing but an open 
structure carrying a bunker and some 
shoots.” 

“Will it be connected to a building?” 

“No, there’s nothing attached, except a 
bucket elevator.” 

“Well, that appears to rule out the 
building regulations, and if it’s simply a 
work of engineering construction—-as it 
appears to be—it doesn’t come under any 
sp2cial regulations at all, and the gang 
would have no grounds for invoking the 
law about safety belts. But just in case 
I’m wrong, let’s see what the building regu- 
lations have to say about saf>ty belts.” 

I pulled out my copy of S.I. 1145 and 
pointed to Regulation 97. 

“In simplified language it goes some- 
thing like this: Safety belts must be2 pro- 
vided for persons who elect to use them 
when falls cannot be prevented by othe 
means. The catch comes in the bit about 
‘elect to use them ’—which simply means 
that there is no legal compulsion upon 
persons to use safety belts, even when there 
is no alternative practicable means of pre- 
venting falls.” 

“ Crikey!” said Tim. 

“Yes, I know how you feel. But when 
you come to consider it, there are very few 
circumstances where a safe means of access 
and a safe working place cannot b2 pro- 
vided. And I think it is true to say that 
we are entitled to take into account a 
man’s skill as an erector. Somebody hus 
got to do some climbing sometime.” 

“What is the position where the regu- 
lations don’t apply?” Peter asked. 

“Well as I said, there’s no statutor: 
law about belts on a constructional job. 
but the Common Law still applies of course.

“You'll have to drive it off again—it’s on my foot!” 
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Common Law imposes a duty of care upop 
the employer to look after the wellbeing 
of his workers, which means that yoy 
mustn’t let an employee come to grief 
through your own negligence. It is up to 
you to provide suitable stagings and gang. 
ways, as far as necessary to prevent 
danger. 

“T shouldn’t worry too much about the 
legal ramifications if I were you, Tim, 
Have a talk with the men’s leader and show 
him that we’re as keen on accident preven 
tion as he is—-perhaps a bit more. Then 
plan a sensible line of action—with or 
without safety belts.” 


FACTORY BUILDING STUDIES 
NO. 4 


Four years ago the Building Research 
Station started a series of investigations 
into the special needs of factory building, 
This work was undertaken in conjunction 
with the Midland Regional Board for 
Industry. Already three reports dealing 
with separate aspects of this problem have 
been published, and the latest report, 
concentrating on _ structural loading in 
factories, was issued this week. 

The floors and roofs of modern factories 
are expected to accommodate an ever 
greater variety of equipment. Much of the 
production plant, service equipment, 
transport and goods may be carried by the 
floor, but a great deal of it is now 
suspended from above. 

The resulting loading conditions are not 
fully covered by existing codes of practice, 
but failure to make reasonable allowance 
for them will restrict the adaptability of 
a building to permit improvement of 
method or change of product. 

The information in this note supplements 
the codes by giving more details of various 
kinds of load for which provision may have 
to be made, with some indication of typical 
ranges of size, weight and performance of 
the equipment concerned. The equipment 
considered includes that for heating and 
ventilation, lighting units and _ power 
distribution, piping, handling _ plant, 
machinery and tools. 

This information will assist factory man- 
agements in assessing their needs, and 
designers in working from the brief so 
provided. The loads to be carried can 
affect the selection of a site and influence 
the design of a factory. In _ particular, 
where very heavy loadings are necessary, 
they may be a deciding factor in the choice 
between single- and multi-storey construc- 
tion,

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HARBOUR RECONSTRUCTION WORKS IN 


N September, 1955, the disastrous 
Caribbean hurricane “Janet” struck 
the Windward Islands, destroying the 
sugar, nutmeg and cocoa plantations 
and wrecking the 850ft.-long timber 
pier at St. George’s, Grenada. The pier, 
supported on timber piles and carrying 
four transit sheds, was capsized and the 
wreckage completely submerged in the 
harbour. 

With exports of bananas, nutmeg and 
cocoa forming an_ essential part of 
Grenada’s trade, replacement of the old 
pier was of paramount importance, and in 
September, 1957, Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts, Ltd., started work on a £500,000 
project designed by Coode and Partners, 
consulting engineers for the Crown Agents. 

The new pier occupies the same site as 
the old pier. An additional 3.3 acres of 
the old harbour, between quays and shore, 
has been reclaimed for new extensions to 
accommodate a transit shed and banana 
shed. 

The reclaimed area is retained between 
two parallel rubble banks, 425ft. apart. 
running out westwards from the existing 
shore. 

A jetty 375ft. long and 36ft. wide com- 
pletes the L-shaped structure, giving a total 
frontage of 800ft. The jetty and front face 
of the wharf are of heavy steel sheet 
piling. 

An underwater survey showed that much 
of the wreckage of the old pier lay in the 
area to be reclaimed and while skin divers 
tackled this work other labour worked on 
the construction of the rubble banks. 

Stone for these banks was gathered from 
the river beds of the island by hand and 
piled up at the roadside. From there it 
was loaded into lorries and dumped into 
place straight in the waters of the harbour. 
Some 40,000 cu. yd. of rubble and 84,000 
cu. yd. of gravel were transported to the

site and off-loaded by hand. At one stage 
gravel was placed at the rate of 6,000 
cu. yd. per week.

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U.K. CONSORTIUM TO BUILD 
£6M. SUDAN MILL 


BRITISH consortium is to build a £6m. 
4A. textile mill at Khartoum, Sudan, as the 
result of a negotiated contract secured 
against international competition. 

The mill is for Mr. John Theodora- 
copulos, the President of the Sudan 
American Textile Industry, John Theodora- 
copulos Co., Ltd., and is being financed 
from American and British sources. It 
will start operation in 1961. By 1962 it 
will be in full production with 3,000 
employees and is expected to have an 
output of 75,000,000yd. of cloth a year. 

The civil contractors are Marples 
Ridgway and Partners, Ltd. The English 
Electric Co., Ltd., will supply the diesel 
generating plant and all equipment for 
the distribution and use of the power; 
Platt Brothers will supply the spinning 
machinery; British Northrop, the looms; 
and Sir James Farmer Norton, the dyeing 
and finishing machinery. 

The main building will be a single-storey, 
air-conditioned, refrigerated mill with a 
working floor area of 480,000 sq. ft. In 
addition there will be a storage and service 
basement of the same size. The building 
will be constructed of reinforced concrete 
and structural steelwork, with a roof of 
corrugated aluminium. It will be in- 
sulated throughout. 


£6M. MELBOURNE SHOPPING

Hammerson Property and Investment 
Trust, London, propose the development 
of a site in the heart of Melbourne by the 
erection of an extensive multi-storey shop- 
ping centre.

(Concluded from previous page) 
for resistance to corrosion. The piling in 
the wharf was tied back by means of 
double steel channel section walings and 
24in. diameter tie rods to a lighter sheet- 
piled anchor wall 60ft. behind. 

The pitching of piles was done with a 
7-ton Henderson electric derrick, mounted 
on rails and equipped with a 120ft. jib, 
and they were driven with a 9B3 steam 
hammer. The anchor piles were driven 
using timber trestles and walings while a 
tubular steel floating guide was used for 
driving the main piles. The gravel was 
retained along the intended pile-line by a 
rubble bank. 

A crane barge replaced the land-based 
derrick for driving piles along the jetty. 
McKiernan-Terry hammers fed by oil- 
fired No. 16 Spencer-Hopwood boiler were 
employed for pile-driving operations. 

As the bed of the harbour sloped steeply 
away from the wharf, rubble was dumped 
from a steel barge to stabilise the toes 
of the piles and bring the level of the 
harbour bed up to minus 30ft. 

About 2} acres of the reclaimed area was 
paved with cold asphalt macadam 3in.

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U.S. ENGINEERING SEMINARS 
ON ATOMIC SHELTER 


WO engineering seminars on atomic 
shelter will be held this summer at The 
Pennsylvanian State University, U.S.A. 

The first, July 10-22, is designed for 
architects and engineers who are now, or 
will become, involved in planning and pre- 
liminary design aspects of buildings, 
shelters, and facilities to resist the effects 
of nuclear weapons. 

The course will include a summary of 
effects of atomic weapons, including blast, 
and nuclear and thermal radiation, func- 
tional requirements for protection, the 
relationship of various protection criteria 
to total system planning, and planning of 
integrated shelters systems with regard to 
the architectural, structural, electrical, 
mechanical, and sanitary sub-systems. 

From July 24 to Aug. 5, will be the 
short course dealing with structural engi- 
neering and radiation shielding aspects. 
Topics will include analysis and design of 
structural systems and radiation shielding 
systems of buildings, shelters, and facilities 
to resist the effects of nuclear weapons. 

There will also be a brief summary of 
atomic weapon effects data, blast loading 
of various structural systems types, ulti- 
mate strength theory, dynamic analysis 
and design methods, distribution, intensity, 
energy levels of nuclear radiation, and 
other important aspects.

Once 
the construction of roads or buildings 
demanded almost only one-engineer super. 
vision, but technical advances now required 
specialised attention for many phases of 
the work. 

“Our department could use a consider- 
able number of professional engineers of 
all types,” he added. 


£230M. ARGENTINE ROADS 


PROGRAMME 


A five-year road construction programme, 
estimated to cost £230m., has been ap- 
proved by the Argentine Government. It 
will involve the building of 13,800 miles 
of new highway and the reconstruction of a 
further 1,800 miles.

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UNCONVENTIONAL TYPE OF 
COOLING TOWER 


COOLING tower of unconventional 

design has been announced by Thermo- 
tank, Ltd., Helen Street, Glasgow. This is a 
comparatively small and lightweight unit, 
incorporating a new fill material in which 
water is cooled by a counter-current of air 
passing through very closely spaced ele- 

ts. 
nthe structure is fabricated from rolled 
steel sections, treated against corrosion, 
and the casing is of galvanised sheets, with 
side panels which can be removed for 
maintenance. 

The tower, which is circular in shape, 
contains a top-mounted fan which draws 
the surrounding air up through it from the 
bottom. The fill, which resembles a honey- 
comb in its structure, is arranged across 
the inside of the tower with the channels 
disposed vertically, and the cooling air 
passes up through these channels. Water 
enters the tower at the top, and is distri- 
buted across the surface of the fill by a 
centrally mounted rotating header pipe 
containing a number of perforations along 
its length through which the water streams 
on to the fill. The perforations vary in size 
along the length of the header to ensure 
an even distribution of water. 

The material of the fill has a high “ wet- 
tability,” and the water passes down the 
walls of the channels in a thin, continuously 
moving film. This ensures the maximum 
area of contact between the rising currents 
of air and the water, thus utilising the 
volume of fill to its greatest capacity. A 
catchment tray at the base of the tower 
collects the cooled water for return to the 
appliance in which it is required. 

Initially the cooling tower is being made 
in 12 graduated sizes, the largest of which 
can deal with up to 90,000 gallons of water 
an hour; yet it has a diameter of only 20ft., 
a height of 12ft., and a total weight of 
94 tons,

THE PROBLEM 


Separated by eight miles of busy London streets, 
two London County Council housing sites are being 
developed by Rush and Tompkins Limited, one of 
Britain’s major Building Contractors.
